After the present year, the StaTeé AND CiTy SUPPLEMENT 
will be issued in May and November, instead of in April 
and October.

NEED OF A NEW METHOD FOR AMENDING 
1HE SAVINGS BANK INVESTMENT LAW. 


Jast about s year ago in the colamns of the CuRon- 
IOLE (issue of April 12 1902) we pointed out certain 
defects in the present method of extending the list of 
securities in which the savings institutions of this 
State are allowed to invest their funds. The matter 
is again brought forcibly to notice by a letter received 
by us last week from one of the officials of a prosper- 
ous town in Massachusetts whose securities are not in 
the permissible list, and also by the introduction of 
bills at this year’s sesston‘of the Lgislature at Albany 
proposing amendments in the same way asin the past, 
that ie by the addition of specificall y named securities. 

We showed in our article of last year how the list of 
legal investments had been enlarged from time to 
time and broadened in scope, and also showed how 
imperative hae been the need for very extensive new 
additions. The lapse of another year makes the arga- 
ment in that respect all the more convincing. Be- 
tween J anuary 1 1893 and January 1 1898 the aggre- 

Bate resources of the savings banks of this State in- 
Creased from $718,454,662 to $869,751,244. In the 
five years since then the amount hag risen to $1,191,- 








330,573. It will be seen that for the ten years there 
has been an expansion of nearly 473 million dollars. It 
was not till 1898 that the banke were given authority 
to invest in railroad mortgage securities. The orig- 
inal privilege granted was a narrow one, but has been 
greatly enlarged since then—in fact some new admis- 
sions have been granted in nearly every year since. 

The additions to the list, however—and that has 
been the unfortunate and the objactionable feature— 
have all been made, at least in the case of railroads 
outside of the State, by specifying by name the roads 
which in the view of the legislator contain the essen- 
tials calculated to make their securities safe lodgment 
for the funds of savings institutions. Such a method 
of selection is necessarily piecemeal and haphazard. 
It admits the securities of one road and leaves out the 
securities of another possessing perhaps equal merit, 
but which has been overlooked or has had no friends 
to advance its claims. As a result of this species of 
legivlation a permissible body of investments has been 
bailt up, which while on the whole of a high grade 
yet contains securities differing widely in some respects, 
and which conform to no definite or uniform standard. 
It also comprises anomalies, such as the inclasion of 
such » minor road as the Fonda Johnstown & Glovers- 
ville in the list. Another argument against the re- 
tention of this old method is that it always leaves 
those proposing any additions open to the impu- 
tation that they have some interested purpose to 
serve when they may be solely animated by a desire to 
facilitate the work of savings bank officials in obtain- 
log desirable classes of securities. Still another ob- 
jection is that before admission can be gained to the 
list it is necessary to enlist the support of some legis- 
lator—a Senator or an Assemblyman—make him 
acquainted with the merits of the security in question 
and then get enough other Senators and Assemblymen 
interested in the proposition to push it along and in- 
sure success for it. 

The law remaining as it is, it is not surprising that 
bills should have been introduced at this year’s session 
giving legislative sanction to some mor: railroad bonds, 
but always by the same plan. One of these bills, 
should it become a law, will add the mortgage bonds 
of the Chicago St. Paul Minneapolis & Omaha Rail- 
way Company to the list of bonded obligations in 
which banks are authorised to invest. The St. Paul 
& Omaha Railroad is a prosperous concern, paying 
dividends on both classes of stock, with a large yearly 
surplus in excess of the dividend requirements, and 
there is no reason whatever why a bank should not be 
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allowed to buy its bonds. Bat why persist ia tne old 
method ? Why not set up certain general require- 
ments and restrictions, and let all roads come in that 
fall within the limits so defined ? 

The argament applies with equal if not greater 
force to the list of manicipal investments allowed the 
savings institutions. It may be recalled that it was 
more particularly this feature of the law which gave 
rise to such active discussion a year ago. In other 
words, much bitterness of feeling was aroused at that 
time by the passage of an Act adding the bonds of Los 
Angeles, Oal., to the list. Governor Qdell, after 
hearing arguments pro and con, finally gave his ap 
proval to the measure, and no ill result has followed 
from the inclusion of those particular bonds. The 
fact is, however, that the method of specifying by 
name ig as objectionable here as in the case of the 
railroad investments. Oatside of New York the 
municipalities whose securities may be purchased are 
all separately specified. There is no general rule 
giving admission to all of like] merit and like char- 
acteristics. As it happens, too, in this case the list 
has been scarcely enlarged at all in recent years. 
Los Angeles, brought within the fold last year, was 
the first accession since 1897, when Holyoke, 
Mass., and Camden, N. J., were added. This 
list as it now stands includes Boston, Worces- 
ter, Cambridge, Lowell, Fall River, Springfield 
and Holyoke, in Mass.; Providence, R I; New 
Haven and Hartford, Conn.; Portland, Me. ; Pater- 
son, Trenton, Newark and Camden, N. J.; Phila- 
delpbia, Pittsburgh, Allegheny, Reading and Scran- 
ton, Pa.; Baltimore, Md. ; Louisville, Ky. ; Cleve- 
land, Cincinnati and Toledo, Ohio; Detroit and 
Grand Rapids, Mich.; St. Louis, Mo. ; Minneapolis 
and St. Paul, Minn. ; Des Moines, Iowa; Milwaukee, 
Wis., and Los Angeles, Cal. 

There are many other cities that might be added to 
the list and for whose exclusion no valid reason can 
be assigned. Would it not be a good idea to follow 
the plan in yogue in some other commonwealths, and 
name the States and let all bonds of municipalities in 
those States whose debt does not run above a certain 
percentage of the assessed values form legal investments 
—taking care to make the limits strict enough to ex- 
clude everything involving a possible hazard, but 
broad enough not to shut the door against anything 
really desirable ? How the present law works is illus 
trated by the following let’'er which has come to us, 
as already stated, from an official of a leading town in 
Massachusetts—Brookline :

BROOKLINE, Mass., March 80, 1908, § 
Editor Financial Chronicle: 

DEAR S1rR—I come to ask for some information, If you 
will take the trouble to look upon page 855 of the Treasurer’s 
report and examine the statement of the limit of indebted- 
ness, you will understand that inasmuch as other municipali- 
ties in Massachusetts can borrow money on long periods at a 
lower rate than I have yet been able to do for this, the 
wealthiest town in the world, I am naturally desirous of 
availing of their facilities. 

Their advantage arises from the fact that your State Leg- 
islature has approved their bonds as investmenis for the State 
a Bauks. 

Will you be good enough to tell me what steps I shall take 
n order to get the matter before the Legislature with a pros 
pect of as favorable action as they received?

The foregoing letter is interesting as emphasizing 
—what was known before—that the privilege given 
by State laws to invest in the securities of a mun- 
icipality is certain to add to the market values of the 
securities of such municipality. Brookline, Mase., as 
everyone knows, comprises an exceedingly prosperous 
community. The Treasurer of that municipality is 
authority for the statement that he cannot sell the 
bonds of his town on the same favorable terms as 





other municipalities in Mussachusetts, simply because, 
as he states, the New York Legislature hag approved 
the bonds of these other municipalities ag investments 
for New York savings institutions, but has not ap 
proved those of his own town. 

If the different municipalities whose obligations 
appear to be good investments are to be picked ont 
by special selection, then there seems no reason what. 
ever why Brookline should not be comprised in the 
list. The town on the first of February this vear had 
a total debt of only $1,440,996, of which $262,686 
consisted of water debt, leaving the net debt only 
$1,178,310, which is less than 14 per cent of the as. 
sessed valuation, this valuation for 1902 having been 
$86,093,800. Certainly the bonds of a municipality 
so situated as this ought to be a good investment. We 
may suppose that they would be in the favored clags 
if any one had been sufficiently interested in them to 
apprise the Legislature of their merits. The fact 
that they remain outside the pale of the law is 
the best evidence that the present method of ex. 
tending the list in this State is defective, and that 
some general provisions should be incorporated in the 
statute broad enough to admit securities of all munic- 
ipalities as favorably situated as Brookline. Well 
guarded restrictions and requirements are needfal and 
should be enforced, but they should be general, and 
should place all municipalities of like grade and merit 
upon an equal footing. This rule would obviate the 


necessity for resorting to special legislation when some 
desirable securities come before the public, would no 
longer leave the Legislature open to the suspicion of 
interested motives, and would do away with the need 
for amending the Jaw at each session of the Legislature. 








MUNICIPAL BOND SALES DURING 1902, 


At the end of this article we furnish two very ex- 
tensive compilations, occupying a page, which to- 
gether afford a complete analysis of the municipal 
bond sales for the calendar year 1902. This 1s in con- 
tinuation of the practice begun in our April Supriez- 
MENT for 1902, in which we presented a similar analy- 
sis for the calendar year 1901. As stated by us at the 
time, it is our intention to continue these analyses 
year by year. In the course of time, therefore, the 
student and the economist will have data which should 
prove very serviceable both for present use and future 
reference. We may repeat our remark of twelve 
months ago, that no such comprehensive statements 
concerning municipal bond sales have previously been 
attempted anywhere except in the case of the decen- 
nial Censuses of the United States Government. 

Dealing first with the grand aggregates we find that 
altogether $148,463,584 of State and municipal bonds 
were disposed of during 1902, Turning now to our 
statement for 1901, the aggregate then is seen to have 
been $131,549,300. Here apparently is an increase of 
17 million dollars. At the outset, however, it fs 
proper to state that to the extent of, roughly, 9} mil- 
lion dollars the increase is apparent rather than 
real. Oar figures for 1902 comprise new bond is- 
sues of New York City to amount of $9,255,467 
taken by the city sinking fund. In previous years 
we have been unable to obtain statements of the new 
ponds purchased by the sinking fand. Allowing for 
this item, therefore, the increase would be somewhat 
less than 8 million dollars instead of 17 million dollars. 

Of the $148,463,584 bonds put out in 1902, $22,309,- 
461 were for refunding, leaving the net addition $126,- 
154,123. In 1901 $16,731,457 out of $131,549,300 
were for refanding, leaving the net addition in that 
year $14,817,843. Thus in the net amount of bonds 
put afloat there was an increase of about 114 millon 
dollars. This increase is subject to the same qualifi- 
cations as that in the grand aggregate—that is, al- 
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made for the inclusion in 1902 of New

should be distinctly understood that in our compila- 


tions we have taken no account in either year of tem- 
rary loans issued, a8 these represent no permanent 
additions, being usually taken up out of tax collec- 
tions within a brief period after their emission. 
Another point of interest is as to the geographical 
distribution of the new bonds. As in the previous 
year, the bulk of the whole amount is found in the 
North Atlantic Diviston, comprising the New England 
States, together with New York, New Jersey and 
Penvsylvavia; $83,432,142 of new bonds out of the 
grand total of $148,463,584 came from that section, 
New York State alone furnishing $42,745,727 of the 
993,432,142. In 1901 the North Atlantic Division 
had $76,782,641 of new bonds out of $131,549,300. 
New York State then figured for $37,377,211, against 


the $42,745,727 in 1902, the latter including, as “ 


already stated, $9,255,467 bonds taken by the New 
York City sinking fund. 

After the North Atlantic Division the North Cen- 
tral Division stands next in prominence, this having 
supplied $45,779,061 of new bonds in 1902 against 
$28,040,470 in 1901. Ohio comes in with $22,688,867 
in 1902, against only $10,650,000 in 1901. Cincinnati 
is responsible for the bulk of the increase in that 
State; the city put out $7,810,000 of refunding bonds 
to take up $8,000,000 of Cincinnati Southern bonds 
which had matured. Cleveland also had larger sales, 
its aggregate for 1902 having been $3,810,000, against 
$1,277,000 in 1901; $1,200,000 of water bonds and 
$700,000 of City Hall bonds figured in that city’s total 
for 1902, against nothing for either purpose in the 
previous year. Missouri is another State in the North 
Central Division which shows a greatly enlarged total, 
it having put out $5,899,136 of bonds in 1902, against 
$1,201,719 in 1901. But the 85,000,000 of bonds 
issued by St. Louis in aid of the coming Exposition at 
that point reveals the reason for this increase. 

A'l the other grand divisions record smaller totals 
for 1902 than for 1901, namely the South Atlantic 
Division, the South Central Division and the West- 
ern Division. 

State bonds form an even smaller proportion of the 
whole than in 1901, namely $6,908,000 against $13,- 
572,800 for 1901. As is known, very few States are 
adding to their bondei indebtedness outside of Massa 
chusetta, in which State there is no constitutional 
limit upon the power of the commonwealth to borrow, 
and where also the State seems to assume a number 
of functions ordinarily performed by municipalities. 
Massachusetts created $5,363,000 of new bonds (of 
which 34 million was for water, $748,000 for buildings, 
$665,000 for grade crossings end highways, and $450,- 
000 for park purposes), against $11,251,800 put out by 
the commonwealth in 1901, of which $8,500,000 had 
boen for water, $2,000,000 for sewer, $250,000 for 
parks, besides $501,800 for buildings and armories. 
Only six other States besides Massachusetts put out 
apy State bonds in 1902 and the aggregate for the 
whole six was only $1,545,000. 

Another instructive feature of these tabulations is 
that it shows the amounts and proportions of bonds 
issued at different interest rates. The greater part 
of the new issues bears interest rates running from 3 
to 4 percent. The amounts put out at 3 per cent, at 34 


ber cent and at 4 per cent aggregate $123,430, 242, or | 


83°13 per cent of the whole, against $107,604,794, or 
81°79 per cent issued at these interest rates in 1901. 

It should not escape attention that notwitlstand- 
Ing the larger proportion of bonds put out at interest 
rates of 3 to 4 per cent (indlcatiag thereby that smaller 
Proportions were put out at rates above 4 per cent), 
the tendency of interest rates was nevertheless dis- 








tinctiy upward QOaly 8°19 per cent of the bonds was 
38 in 1902, as against 8°42 per cent in 1901, and the 
ratio for 1902 would be only 1°96 per cent ex- 
cept for the inclusion of the $9,255,467 New York 
City bonds taken by the sinking fund, which were all 33; 
only 51°74 per cent were 348, against 52°41 per cent In 
1901; while 23:20 per cent were 4s, as against no more 
than 20°96 per ceat in 1901. These facts are made 
patent in the following table. It is proper to state 


that the $5,000,000 of Exposition bonds put out by St. 
Louis in 1902 were 3} per cents, but have been in- 
cluded in our colamn called ‘‘ Unknown and Unusual 
Rates of Interest,” because there was not room enough 
in our compilations to insert an extra column for this 
issue alone.

As tothe purposes for which bonds were issued, 
only $20,682,329 were for waterin 1902, as agalost 
$32,101,416 in 1901. There are special reasons for the 
falling off in this instance. Thus Philadelphia put out 
$9,000,000 bonds for a filtering plant in 1901,as against 
$1,600,000 for mains and fire pipe lines in 1902, Inlike 
manner Ls Angeles issued $2,000,000 for water in 1901 
and nothing in 1902. The State of Massachusetts, as 


already stated, disposed of but 34 millions of water | 


bonds in 1902 as against 8} millions in 1901. Goner- 
ally speaking, more bonds were issued for streets and 
roads, for schools, for sewers, and for buildings, than 
in the previous year. The total of bonds which ara 
not classified (because they do not fall under any of 
the leading heads), which was large last year, is still 
larger the present year. In other words $32,736,586 
of bonds fall in the miscellaneous colamn this year 
as against $24,738,602 in 1901. 

A few leading items account for the bulk of this 
total of $32,736,586. Thus there are the five million 
Louisiana Parchase Exposition bonds placed by St. 
Louis ; $12,500,000 of Rapid Transit and $2,350,000 
of Dock bonds put out by New York City, and $750, - 
000 of Rapid Transit and Tannel bonds, $100,000 
Ferry and $1,349,000 various municipal bonds emitted 
by Boston. The large items in the 1901 total were 
$11,000,000 of Rapid Transit and $650,000 of Dock 
bonds issued by New York City. 

Of distinctivelyjmunicipal bonds (cities, towns, etc.,) 
$117,150,302 were placed in 1902, as against $93,925,- 
101 for1901. New York State contributed $40,450,094 
of such municipal bonds, against $36,062,871 in 1901, 
of which $29,415,467 were supplied by New York City 
(including the $9,255,467 taken by the sinklog fund), 
against $29,143,125 supplied by this city in 1901, 
without including the sinking fund takings. Massa- 
chusetts contributed $12,814,737, against $4,191,950, 
Boston having put out $6,194,000 of bonds in 1902 
against only small amounts in 1901. Pennsylvania con- 
tributed $9,536,606, against $11,822,980, Pailadelphia’s 
share being $6,400,000, against $9,000,000. Ohto 
contributed $18,819,778, against $7,586,786, Cla- 
clnnati’s portion this year being $8,848,000, agatast 
$1,570,000, and Cleveland’s portion $3,845,000 
against $1,277,000. Thus these four States in the 
aggregate furnished $81,621,215 of the whole $117,- 
150,302 municipal bonds, as against $59,664 537 
credited to the same States in 1901 out of a total of 
$93,925,101. For many other interesting details 
disclosed by our analysis we would refer the reader 
directly to the tables which follow.

To conform to that feature and yet furnish information through which any reader 
ean always have the data for a correct exhibit of the debt situation at any past or future day, and make an accurate com- 
parison with previous years, we present, First, the details as they stood at the close of the last fiscal year ending June 30, 
1902; SECOND, the changes in those details since June 30, 1902, down to April 1, 1903; THIRD, the items of interest-bearing 
debt, &c., at the beginning of each fiscal year since July 1, 1877; FourTH, we publish in the CHRONICLE every month—usually 
the first or second Saturday—the full detailed Government statement of the debt as reported by the Treasurer on the last 
day of the previous month ; some months lack of space forces us to delay the publication to a later week,

DEBT LIMITATIONS.—The following amendment to the Maine 
Constitution took effect January 2, 1878. 

“Article XXII. Limitation of Municipal Indebtedness. No city ortown 
“shall create any debt or liability which, singly or in the aggregate, 
“with previous debts or liabilities, shall ex five per centum of the 
“last regular valuation of said city or town; , however, that 
“the adoption of this article shall not be construed as applying to any 
“fund received in trust by the said city or town, nor to any loan for the 
ae gereene of renewing existing loans, or for war, or to temporary loans 
“to be paid out of money raised by taxation during the year in which 
«they are made.” 

AVINGS BANKS’ INVESTMENTS—POWERS AND RESTR 
Thon Sse rovisions regulating the investments and tenn ¢ of ug: 
ings banks and institutions for savings in the State of Maine are con- 
tained in Public Laws 1895, Chapter 161, Public Laws 1893, Chapter 
170, and Revised Statutes, Chapter 47, Sections 102 and 103.

The tax rate for 1902 was #2:05 per $1,000, which included State school 
tax of 80 cents and State oe tax of 50 cents per $1,000, collected 
and re-distributed to towns on 4 basis of the number of schools and 
road mnileage. 

DEBT LIMITATIONS.—There appears to be nothing in the Conatt- 
tution or in the Statutes of Vermont providing a general limit to the 
debt-making power of municipalities. Whatever in each case the Leg- 
falature authorizes, the city, town, county or other civil division can 
isauc, Of course the purpose of the improvement must be of a public 
character. Railroad subseriptions by towns are authorized by Section 
3102, chapter 141 of the Revised Statutes of 1894, the section being as 
follows: 

SECTION 3102. Atown may aid in the construction of a railroad or- 

nized under the general law by issuing bonds to aid such railroad, 
br taking capital stock therein, or in such other manner as it directs, 
but the liability so assumed shall not exceed eight times the grand list 
of the town at the time. Such aid shall be given as provided in this 
chapter. 

It will be noticed that this section contains a limit to the power 
granted of making subscriptions in aid of railroads—to wit: That the 
subscriptions shall not exceed eight times “the grand list.” To evolve 
the “ grand list” in Vermont, the authorities first prepare a schedule of 
all the property, real and personal, of each individual, with valuations 
entered at their real value in money, deducting debts owing; after this 
is done “the grand list” is made up by taking one per cent of that 
amount, according to Section 360, Chapter 26, of the Revised Statutes 
of 1894, which is as follows: “All real and personal estate shall, 
“except as otherwise provided, be set in the list at one per cent of its 
“value in money on the first day of April of the year of ite appr sisal.’ 

Following Section 3102, above cited, which authorizes subscriptions 
in aid of railroads, are other sections describing the method in which 
these subscriptions must be made, by calling a town meeting, voting, 
&o., &o. Then follows Section 3108, authorizing the issue of bonds. 

fection 3108. Such town may issue bonds, with coupons payable 
semi-annually, to aid such road. 

The only other general authority granted for the issue of bonds by 
municipal corporations in Vermont is that given for refunding out- 
standing bonds and notes, and for road-making apparatus. The Sec- 
tions which grant these powers are Sections 3111 to 3120, inclusive, 
Chapter 141 of the Revised Statutes of 1894. Section 3111 is as follows: 


SRCTION 3111. A town which has outstanding and unpaid orders, 
notes, bonds or coupons lawfully issued, may issue other negotiable 
notes or bonds to pay or retire the same. 


Sections 3112 to 3115, inclusive, give the method of issuing such 
bonds. 

By Section 3116 municipal corporations other than towns have the 
same refunding powers granted them which are conferred upon towns 
by the two sections last above cited. 


Secrion 3118. A town, city or incorporated village may issne bonds 
to an amount not exceeding three times ttagrand list, for the purpose of 
purchasing road-making apparatus and for building permanent high- 
ways within the the limits of such town, city or village. 


Sections 3119 and 3120 provides for the method of issuing such bonds 

The only other section which we need quote is Section 3083 of 
Chapter 139, which names the objects for which towns may vote money. 
If money is appropriated for any other object, the Charter or a special 
statute must be looked to for the authority. 

SECTION 3083.—Towns may vote such sums of money as they deem 
necessary for the support of the poor, for laying out and repairin; 
highways, for the prosecution and defense of the common rights ont 
interests of the inhabitants, and for other necessary incidental town 
expenses.

SAVINGS BANKS INVESTMENTS—PRIVILEGES AND RE- 
STRICTIONS.—The provisions of law relating to savings banks are 
found in Chapter 174 of the Vermont statutes, Sections 4066 to 4131 
inclusive, as amended from time to time. The first section having ref- 
erence to investments is Section 4096, which treats of real estate 
morigages. It authorizes the investment of 70 p.c. of the assets in such 
mortgages, one-sixth at least of which “‘ shall be upon real estate in this 
State”’—that is Vermont. A proviso adds that only 50 per cent of the 
assetsmay be invested in mortgages on real estate outside of Verment. 
Sections 4097 and 4098 relate only to obtaining and paying for in- 
surance. Section 4099 is as follows, and has reference to investment 
on personal security. 

SECTION 4099—No loans or investments on personal security shall be 
made except upon at least two approved names, not less than two of 
whom reside in this State or within mniles of the institution making 
such investment, and such personal loans or investments shall not be 
for a longer time than one year; and not more than one-third of the 
assets of a savings bank, savings institution or trust company shall be 
invested in personal securities. 


Section 4100 only covers a single point; that is te say it restricts to 
five per cent of the deposits the amount which a savings bank may 
invest in the lot and building for the transaction of its business, and 
adds that a revenue may be derived from portions of the building net

(4.) In the municipal bonds, not issued in aid of railroads, of 
eounties, cities and towns of five thousand or more inhabitants in the 
States of New Jersey, Wisconsin, Minnesota and Missouri, and in 
counties, cities and towns of ten thousand or more inhabitants in the 
States of Kansas, Nebraska, North Dakota, South Dakota, Oregon 
and Washington, but no investment shall be made in any of the 
counties, cities or towns in the States above named, except in cities 
of fifty thousand or more inhabitants, where the municipal indebted- 
ness of such county, city or town exceeds sive per cent of its assessed 
valuation, and when not issued in aid of railroads ; 

(5.) Tn the school bonds and mg ee school district bonds of New 
Jersey, Wisconsin, Minnesota and Missouri; and in the school bonds and 
independent school district_ bonds of school districts of two thousand 
or more inhabitants in the States of Kansas, Nebraska, North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Oregon and Washington, where the amount of such 
bonds issued does not exceed five per cent of the assessed valuation of 
the respective cities. towns and school districts. 

(6.) In the public funds of any of the States named in this section; 
in notes with a pledge of any of the aforesaid securities, including de- 

it books or deposit receipts, issued by a savings bank, savings 
fnetitution or trust company or banking association located in this 
State, as collateral, such notes not to exceed the par or market value 
of such security ; 

7.) But no savings bank, savings institution or trust company shall 
hold, by way of investment or as security for loans, more than ten 
per cent of the capital stock of any one bank, nor invest more than ten 

r cent of its deposits, nor more than thirty-five thousand dollars in 

he capital stock of any one bank; and no such investments shall be 
made te the capital stock of any such banks, owned or loaned upon, to 
exceed in the aggregate one-fourth of the deposits of any savings bank, 
savings institution or trust company. 

The amount of loan which can be made to one person or corporation 
&o., is restricted by the next section, and we giveitin full. Itis as 


follows: 

SECTION 4102—No savings bank, savings institution or trust company 
shall lean to any one person, firm or corporation, or the individual 
members thereof, more than five per cent of its deposits, nor more 
thaw thirty thousand dollars; nor shall such loans on personal security 
exceed ten thousand dollars, until its deposits amount to one million 
dollars, after which the sums so loaned may be increased one per cent 
of the deposits in excess of the one million dollars; bat this section 
shall not apply to United States bonds or municipal bonds, or notes 
with such bonds as collateral. 

We also give Section 4106 in full. It confers authority upon sav- 
ings banks to make deposits on call in banks and trust companies in 
oeertain States and cities, and is as follows. 

SEcTION 4106.—The words ‘trust company” in this chapter shall be 
eonstrued to include savings banks and trust companies. A savings 
bank, savings institution or trust company may deposit on call 
banks, banking associations or trust companies in this State, or in the 
cities of New York, Boston, Chicago, Albany, Philadelphia, or Concord, 
New Hampshire, orin any other legal designated depository under 
the laws of the United States, or in national banks in the cities of 
St. Paul, Minneapolis and Kansas City, with or without interest, as 
may be ag upon, sums not exceeding in the aggregate twenty per 
eent of the assets of such savings bank, savings institution or trust 
eompany. 2 

Section 4107 enacts that savings banks may hold real estate acquired 
en foreclosure or otherwise taken to secure debt, but it must be sold 
within five years, unless certain prescribed steps are taken, when an 
extension may be granted by the Inspector of Finance for not exceed- 
img three years additional. Section 4108 authorizes savings banks to 
@emand and receive on loans 6 per cent interest.

DEBT LIMITATIONS.—There seems to be no provision in the Con- 
stitution of Massachusetts limiting the power of the Legislature to 
create State indebtedness, or limiting its power to authorize municipal 
indebtedness. Statutes general and special have, however, been passed 
on this subject with respect to Cities and Towns. Ali of these are 
found incorporated in Chapter 27 of the Revised Statutes, a new 
edition of which embodying all the laws passed down to the lst of 
January, 1902, has just been issued. The important sections of this 
chapter are cited below: 

SECTION 1—Cities and towns shall not incur debts, except in the 
manner of voting and within the limitations as to amount and time 
of payment prescribed in t1is chapter. 

SECTION 2—The indebtedness of a city or town under the provisions 
of this chapter not inconsistent herewith shail be its net indebtedness* 
as defined in clau-<e twelve of section five of chapter eight; but debts 
created in aid of railroad corporations, except as herein otherwise 
provided, and water scrip, issued by a town under special statutes for 
the indebtedness of a fire district, and all other debts excepted by 
general or special statutes shall be excluded. . 

* For meaning of “net indebtedness” see botiom of page 17. 

SECTION 3—A city shall not become indebted in an amount exceed- 
ing two and one-half per cent on the average of the assessors’ valua- 
tions of the taxable pioperty therein for the three preceding years. 
the valuation of each year being first reduced by the amount of all 
abatements allowed thereon previous to the last day of December in 
the year preceding said assessment. 

SECTION 4—A town shall not become indebted in an amount exceed- 
ing three per cent on the last preceding valuation, for the assessment 
of taxes, of the taxable property therein. 

SECTION 5—A city ortown which estaolishes, purchases, reconstructa, 
extends or enlarges a gas or electric lighting plant within its limits 
may incur debt outside the debt limit prescribed in this chapter in 
payment therefor to an amount not exceeding, in a town, five 
cent and, in a city, not exceeding two and one-half per cent of 
last preceding State valuation. 

SECTION 6—Cities and towns may by @ majority vote inour debts for 
temporary loans in anticipation of the taxes of the municipal year in 
which such debts are incurred and expressly made payable therefrom 
by such vote. Such loans shall be payable within one year after the

date of their incurrence, and shall not be reckoned in determining the 
authorized limit of indebte iness. 

SECTION 7—Cities and towns may by a majority vote incur debts for 
temporary loans for the payment of any land damages or any propor 
tion of the general expense of altering a crossing which they are re 
quired primarily to pay under the provisions of sections one hundred 
and forty-nine to one hundred and sixty, inclusive, of chapter one 
hundred and eleven. Such loans shall not be reckoned in determining 
the authorized limit of indebtedness, and when ony money Fo paid 18 
repaid, it shall be immediately applied to the discharge of the loan. 

The sections referred to abovein chapter 111 provide fr the abolition 
of #rade Crossings. 

SKCTTON &—Debte other than thore mentioned in the two preceding 
sections tball be incurred only by a vote of two-thirds of the voters 

resent and voting at a town meeting, or of two-thirds of all the mem 
Core of each branch of the city council, taken by yeas and nays, and 
subject te the approval or disapproval of the mayor. 

SEcTron 9—A city or town which has ineurred a debt within the 
limitations as to amount and time of payment preserbed by this chap 
ter may issue bonds, notes or serip therefor, properly denominated on 
the face thereof, signed by its treasurer and, if issued by a eity, coun 
teraigned by its mayor, or if issued by atown. countersigned by a ma 
jority of its selectment, with interest payable semi annually at such 
rate as it deeme proper, and may sell said bonds, notes or serip, not 
less them par, at public or private tale or may use the same in pay 
ment of such debts. 

SHcerion 10—if a city or town votes to issue bonds, notes, scrip ot 
other certificates of indebtedness in accordance with the provisions of 
this cha; ter, the officers authorizea to negotiate the same may, in the 
name of such city or town, make a temporrry loan for a prriod of not 
more than one year in anticipation of the money to be derived from 
the sale of such bonds, noes, acrip or other certificates of indebted 
ness; but the time within which such securities aball become due and 
payable shall not be extended by reason of the making of such tem 
porary loan beyond the time fixed in the vote authorizing the issue of 
such bonds, notes, scrip or other certificates of indebtedness 

SHeTION 11—Debts {ncurred for supplying the inhabitants with 
water, for acquiring land for public playgrounds under the provisions 
of chapter twenty-eight, for a municipal lighting plant under the pro 
visions of chapter thirty-f: ur, or in conatructing sewers, ahall be pay 
able within thirty years; debte incurred in building echool houses and 
other public buildings and in procuring land therefor, within twenty 

rs; and all other debts mentioned in section 8, within ten years, 
or by the city of Boston, within twenty years, 

(Chapter 28, referred to above, provides for public parks, play- 
onda, &c., and under it any city or town (except Boston) may incur 
ebtedness to meet expense of acquiring land for public play- 

grounds, outside the debt mit to an amount not exceeding one half 
of one per cent of its assessed valuation. Chapter 34 provides for the 
manufacture and distribution of gas and electricity. 

SrcTion 12—The interest on all debts shall annually be raised by 
taxation, If a debt ia payable at a period exceeding ten years, the 
city or town shall, and in all other cases may, at the tine of contract 
ing the same, establish a sinking fund to be used for no other purpose 
than the payment of such debt, and shall annually raise by taxation 
and contribute thereto an amour t sufficient with its accumulations to 
extinguish the debt at maturity; and if payable at a period not ex- 
ceeding ten years, the city ortown shall raise by taxation annually 
not less than —_ per cent of the principal thereof, and ehall set it 
apart for a sinking fund until an amount has been raised sufticient 
with its accumulations to extinguish the debt at maturity; and shail, 
in the ) ear before the maturity of the debt, raise by taxation, any bal- 
ance necessary for its extinguishment. 

SEcTION 13—A city or town, instead of establishing a sinking fund 
may vote to provide for the payment of apy debt by such annual 

roportionate payments as will extinguish the same at maturity, and 

ereupon such annual proportion shall, without further vote, be 
assessed under the provirions of rection thirty-seven of chapter 
twelve until such debt is extinguished. 

SEcTIONS 14 to 19, inclusive, and sections 2?, 24 and 25 relate to 
the election and duties of the commissioners of the stinking fund and 
various other matters we cannot enter upon here. 

SECTION 2\—A city which ata meeting cf its voters held for that 
purpose has accepted, by a vote of two-thirds of the legal voters pres- 
ent and voting thereon, any Act to supiply said city with water may, 
by a yea and nay vote of the majcrity of the members of each branch 
of the city council, contract debts and issue bonds forthe purposes and 
to the extent authorized by such Act, in the manner provided in, and 
subject to the provisions of, the preceding sections. 

SECTION 23—No city or town shall, for the purpose of subscribing in 
aid of a railroad corporation, increase its indebtedness to an amount

SAVINGS BANK INVESTMENTS—POWERS AND RESTRIC-

STATE AND MUNICIPAL INDEBTEDNESS LIMITATIONS,— 

Under Section 13, Article 1V., of the State Constitution, the General 
Assembly has no power to incur State debt to an amount exceeding 
$50,000 without the consent of the people, except in time of war or 
of insurrection or invasion Inno case is the Assembly to pledge the 
faith of the State for the payment of obligations of others without the 
approval of the people. In reference to city debts, thereis nothing in 
the Constitution of Rhode Island limiting the amount of such obligations. 
The following, however, are two sections taken from Title 7, Chapter 
36 (page 157) of the Revised Statutes of the State of 1896. Since 1378 
these provisions have been in force, and consequently 3 per cent of the 
taxable property has been the limit of the power of each town (which 
includes city) to create debt. 

SECTION 20. “The outstanding notes, bonds and contracts of towns 
shall be paid and be fulfilled according to the tenor thereof, and all 
public works now authorized to be prosecuted shall be prosecuted, and 
all 88 NOW authorized to be incurred on account thereof may 
be incurred according to the tenor of the authority therefor. 

SECTION 21. No town shall, without special statutory authority 
therefor, incur any debt in excess of three per centum of the taxable 
proverty of such town, including the indebtedness of such town on

PROPOSED NEW CONSTITUTION DEFEATED.—After a 
Constitutional Convention occupying over four months, the document 
drafted by that body was defeated ata popular election on June 16, ’02. 


DEBT LIMITATION,.—The Constitution of Connecticut contains but 
a single provision restricting the debt-making power. The provision is 
Article 25, adopted as an amendment in 1877, and is as follows: 

No County, City, Town, Borough or other Municipality, shall ever 
subscribe to the capital stock of any railroad corporation, or become the 
purchaser of the bonds, or make donation to, or loan its credit in aid of, 
oar such corporation; but nothing herein contained shall affect the 
validity of any bonds or debts incurred under existing laws, nor be con- 
strued to prohibit the General Assembly from authorizing any Town 
or City to protect by additional appropiations of money or credit any 
railroad debt contracted prior to the adoption of this amendment. 

The foregoing is explicit and comprehensive, covering every munici- 
pality. There are no general restrictions in the Revised Statutes; 
whatever restrictions have been made from time to time are contained 
uy enabling acts and in city charters. 

As to towns, we notice that there is a general law granting them un- 
limited power to issue bonds. According to section 140, chapter 23 of 
the Revised Statutes, “ when any town shall have made appropriations 
“or incurred debts, or shall hereafter make appropriations or incar 
‘debts exceeding ten thousand dollars, it may issue bonds, either regis- 
“tered or with coupons attached, or other obligations, payable at such 
“times and at such annual rate of interest not exceeding 6 per cent, 
“‘ payable annually or semi-annually, as it shall determine,” &c. Cities 
have had no such general authority conferred upon them. 

Exemption from Taxation nas been accorded by general statute to 
certain bonds issued by cities and towns to aid in the construction of 
railroads; and this exemption has been extended to new bonds issued 
for the purpose of redeeming or providing a fund to redeem the railroad 
aid bends above referred to. This exemption is found in Section 3,820, 
Chapter 241 of the Revised Statutes (last clause of Section), and the 
bonds there named are those “issued by any town or city in aid of the 
“construction of the railroads of the Connecticut Western 
“Company, the New Haven Middletown & Willimantic Railroad Com- 
sas pony, te wey, Vailey Railroad Rg’ the Connecticut Valley 
2% ad Co.. the Connecticut Central Railroad Company, or either of 
“them.” All railroads which are in whole or in partin the State are 
taxed by the State under Section 3920, Chapter 244 of the Revised 
Statutes, so that the tax on these bonds is paid by the railroads.

SAVINGS BANKS INVESTMENTS-—PRIVILEGES AND RE- 
STRICTIONS.—At the session in 1899 material changes were made in 
the provisions regulating the investment of the deposits of the savings 
banks of Connecticut; and at the session in 1901 the scope of such in- 
vestments was still further enlarged. We give below the law as it is 
found in sections 3,428 and 3,429, General Statistics of Connecticut, 
Revision of 1902. We indicate by means of a black-faced bracket [ J 
the parts of the law which were added by the Act of 1901. 

SECTION 3,428—Investments by Savings Banks.—Savings banks may 
invest their deposits and surplus as follows:

DEBT LIMITATION—SratTe.—The new Constitution has in some 
measure modified the provisions of the tundamental law restricting the 
power ofthe Legislature over the issue of debt, &c, These provisions 
are foundin Article 7. We give the sections of that article (Article 7) 
below which have reference to the subject. 

State credit not to be given.—SECTION 1. The credit of the State shall 
not in any manner be given or loaned to or in aid of any individual, 
association or corporation. 

State debts, power to contract.—SEc. 2. The State may, to meet casual 
deficits or failures in revenues, or for expenses not provided for, con- 
tract debts; but such debts, direct or contingent, singly orin thp aggre- 
gate, shall not at any time exceed one million of dollars; and the 
moneys arising from the loans creating such debts shall be applied to 
the purpose for which they were obtained, or to repay the debt so con- 
tracted, and to no other purpose whatever. 

State debts to repel invasions.—SEc. 3. In addition to the above limited 
power to contract debts, the State may contract debts to repel inyasion, 
suppress insurrection, or defend the State in war; but the money aris-

State or county taxes prior to the incurring of such indebtedness; and 
all indebtedness in exceas of such limitation, except auch as may now 
exist, shall be abaolutely void, except as herein otherwise provided. 

(3) No county or city whose present indebtedness excoeda ten per 
centum of the assessed valuation of ita real eatato aubject to taxation, 
shall be allowed to become indebted in any further amount until euch 
indebtedness shall be reduced within auch limit. 

This section shall not be construed to prevent the eons of certif 
icates of indebtedness or revenue bonds issued In anticipation of the 
collection of taxes for amounts actually contained, or to be contained 
in the taxes for the year when such certificates or revenue bonda are 
issued and payable out of such taxes, 

(5) Nor shall this section be construed to prevent the tasue of bonds 
to provide for the supply of water; but the term of the bonda issued to 
rovide the supply of water shall not exceed twenty years, and a sink

(6) certificates of indebtedness or revenue bonds issued in an 
ticipation of the collection of taxes, which are not retired within five 
years after their date of issue, and bonds issued to provide for the supply 
of water, and ony debt hereafter incurred by any portion or part of a 
city, if there shall be any such debt, shall be included in ascertaining 
the power of the city to become otherwise indebted. 

(7) Whenever hereafter the boundaries of any city shall become the 
same as those of a county, the power of the county to become indebted 
shall cease, but the debt of the county at that time existing shall not be 
included as part of the city debt. [At the November 1809 election 
an amendment to the Constitution was adopted changing thia parna- 

aph to read as follows: Whenever the boundaries of any city are 
the same as those of a county, or when any city shall include within 
its boundaries more than one county, the power of any county wholly 
included within such city to become indehted shall cease, but the debt 
of the county heretofore existing shall not, for the purposes of thia 
section, be reckoned as a part of the city debt.) 

8) The amount hereafter to be raised by tax for county or city pur 

ses, in any county Sy ge a city of over one hundred thousand 
nhabitants, or any such city of this State, in addition to providing for 
the principal and interest of existing debt, shall not in the aggregate 
exceed in any one year two per centum of the assessed valuation of the 
real and rsonal estate of such county or city, to be ascertained as 
prescribed in this section in respect to county or eed debt. 

In May 1886 the New York Court of Appeals decided at the end of a 
litigation begunin July 1885 that the sinking fund was not a part ot 
the city debt within the meaning of the above provision of the Consti- 
tution Yimiting the creation of debt to 10 per cent of the assessed valua- 
tion of the real estate. 


Towns and Villages are not limited in their debt-making power by the | 


Constitution. Those municipalities will be governed by general or 
special statutes. 

The 1895 Lexislature passed an act “ for the protection of bonn fide 
purchasers and holders of coupon bonds and of municipal corporations 
sont misfeasance, malfeasance or negligence of public officers.” 

e full text of this law was published in the CHRONICLE of June 8, 
1895. V. 60, p. 1023. 

EXEMPTION FROM TAXATION.—In the Tax Law as given in 
Birdseye’s Revised Statutes for 1901 (Section 4, Sub-division 6,) there 
is a general provision exempting from taxation “Bonds of this State 
to be hereafter issued by the Comptroller to carry out the provisions 
of chapter reventy-nine of the laws of eighteen hundred and ninety- 
five” ,the Canal Law] and “bonds of a municipal corporation hereto- 
fore issued for the purpose of paying up or retiring the bonded 
indebtedness of such corporation.” It will be seen that the reference 
is to municipal bonds Aeretofore issued, &c. In section 7, however, of 
the “general municipal law there is also atax-exempting clause, but 
one much broader in its scope, as it seems to apply to the funding of 


any bonds heretofore or hereafter put fout. 
“A the case of New York City the existing provision of law govern 
ing he matter will be found in the revised City Charter which went 


into effect Jan. 1,1902. This provides that ‘such corporate stock and 
all assessment bonds and revenue bonds, as well as all bonds hereafter 
to be issued by the City of New York by virtue of this Act or of any 
other Act, whether genera] or special, shall be frre and exempt from 
all taxation, except for State purposes—Section 169, Title 2. 

It remains to add that under special laws some New York City bonds 
are exempt from aii taxes, including those for State purposes. Such 
is the case as regards the public-library bonds (Bryant Park) author- 
ized by Chapter 627, Laws of 1900. 

SAVINGS BANK INVESTMENTS—POWERS AND RESTRIC- 
TIONS.—Im 1898 the New York Legislature passed an amendment to 
paragraph 6, Sec. 116, of the Savings Bank law of 1892. The amend- 
ment extended investments of savings banks to first mortgage railroad 
bonds the principal part of whose railroad is located within this State, 
and in 1899 the field of railroad investments was still further enlarged, 
In 1900 the Chicago & Alton RR. was added to the list and other 
changes made in paragraph 6. In 1902 paragraph 6 was again 
amended by adding the bonds of certain other railroad corporations, as 
was also paragraph 5 by adding the city of Los Angeles, Cal. Further 
amendments are proposed at the present (1903) session of the Legisla- 
ture. One of these adds the Chicago St. Paul Minneapolis & Omaha 
Railway bonds to the list of legal investments, while another amends 
subdivision 4 so as to permit investments in “interest-bearing obliga- 
tions” of towns and villages in addition to cities and counties. Neither 
of these es had b a law at the time of going to press. 

We give section 116 below as it stands after these various amend- 
ments. The changes and additions made by the 1902 enactments we 
indicate by means of brackets { J.

HISTORY OF DEBT.—New Jersey has always been aconservatiye 
State; there are consequently no facts out of which to construct ahis- 
tory of debt issues. In a report made in 1838 the financial officer of 
the State affirmed that New Jersey had put out no obligations of any 
kind or loaned its credit to woe | company. The Constitution of 1844 
forbade the creating of a State debt exceeding one hundred thousand dol- 
lars except for purposes of war, &c., as will more fully appear in the 
item below with respect to “debt limitation.” This exception, under 
which it was allowable to exceed the hundred-thousand-dollar limit 
became operative on the occasion of the breaking out of our Civil War, 
Quite a debt was created at that period. The last of these war bonds 
were retired on Jan. 1, 1902. 

TOTAL DEBT.—With the exception of $1 16,000 certificates issued 
to the Commissioners of the Agricultural College under Act approved 
June 13, 1895, the State is now clear from debt, and has been since

SAVINGS BANKS’ INVESTMENTS—POWERS AND RESTRIC- 
TIONS,.—The last general savings bank law of New Jersey was 


passed in 1876. Since then the legislative tendency in the matter cf 
investments has been in the direction of allowing the management of 
these institutions a wider choice and a larger discretion. In 1878 the 
limits of the 1876 law were broadened in several particulars by anew 
act of two sections, the first taking the place of section 26 of theact o 

1876. In 1886still another law was passed in place of the first section 
of the law of 1878. Again in 1889 an act was passed extending ma- 
terially the provisions of section two of the law of 1878, which cov. 
ered the same subject matter contained in section 29 of the originallaw 
of 1876, and thereby section 26 of the law of 1876 was superseded by 
the law of 1886, and section 29 was superseded by the law of 1889. In 
1901 Section two was further amended in the way specified below. In 
1896 a supplement approved March 30,1896 (Chapter 139, laws of 
1896) to the law of 1876, making school district bonds an authorized 
investment, went into effect. In 1897 an act was passed (approved 
April 9) authorizing investments in bonds issued by commissioners 
appointed by the Supreme Court of the State. In 1899 a further 
supplement extending the permissible line of municipal investments 
so as to include the bonds of townships and boroughs was approved 
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(b) all purchases under foreclosure sales upon mortgages owned by 
the corporation or sales under judgments or decrees obtained for debts 
due, ete.; and all such real estate must be sold within tive years unless, 
on application to the State Board having supervision of Savings Banks, 
time shall be extended. 

But the character of permissible investments was further greatly 
enlarged by the law of 1886, which is as follows: 

SECTION 1. That it shall be lawful for any savings bank or savings in- 
stitution, incorporated under any law of this State, to invest moneys 
deposited with it in the bonds of any city or county of any State of the 
Unitea States of America, which have been or may be issued pursuant 
to the authority of any law of any such State; provided, no such city or 
county has, within ten years previous to making such investment by 
any such saving? bank or pownge institution of this State, defaulted in 
the payment of any part of either principal or interest of any debt 
authorized by law of such State to be contracted; and provided, fur- 
ther, that the total indebtedness of any such city or county is limited 
by law to ten percentum of its assessed valuation. 

By another Act the banks also have the right to invest in railroad 
bonds under certain restrictions. The authorization was given by 
Section 2 of an Act approved February 22,1888, Subsequently (April 
27, 1888,) this Section 2 was repealed. On March 27, 1889, however, 
it was again re-enacted. The section is as follows: 

SECTION 2. That it shall be lawful for any savings bank in this State 
to invest its funds in first mortgage bonds of any railroad company 
which has paid dividends of not less than four per centum per annum 
regularly, on their entire capital stock, for a period of not !sss than 
tive years next previous to the purchase of such bonds, or in any con- 
solidated montana bonds of any such company authorized to be issued 
to retire the en bonded debt of such company. 

The other law referred to above passed in 1889 amending section 2 
of the law of 1878 is as below. It relates to loans on collaterals. As 
noted above, a slight but very important alteration in the phraseology 
of this section was made by a law approved March 22, 1901, and 
which forms chapter 148 of the laws of 1901. The new words intro- 
duced are indicated by brackets [] below. 

SECTION 2. Hereafter it shall not be lawful for any saving insti~ 
tution in this State to loan the money on deposit with the same, or any 

thereof, upon notes, bills of exchange or drafts, excepting upon 

e additional pledge of collateral security or securities, which collat- 
eral security or securities shall be of the same nature and character as 
those in which the money deposited may be invested as directed in the 
first section of this Act, or the capital stocks of national and State banks,

DEBT LIMITATION—In Pennsylvania the limit to the indebtednes 
of the State, and to the indebtedness of the cities and minor civ) 
organizations in the State, is fixed by the State Constitution. 

1. State indebtedness.—With regard to the State, the regulations 
controlling and governing debt creation, payment, &c., are found 
in Sections 4, 5, 6, 11, 12,13 and 14 of Article IX of the Constitution, 
and are as follows. 

ARTICLE IX, See. 4. No debt shall be created by, or on behalf of, the 
State except to supply casual deficiencies of revenue, repel invasions, 
a insurrection, defend the State in war, or to pay existing debt; 
and the debt created to supply deficiencies in revenue shall never 
exceed, in the aggregate at any one time, one million of dollars. 

SECTION 5. All laws authorizing the borrowing of money by, andop 
behalf of, the State shall specify the purpose for which the money is te 
be used, and the money so borrowed shall be used for the purpose sped 
fied and no other. 

SECTION 6. The credit of the Commonwealth shall not be pledged or 
loaned to any individual, company, corporation or association, nor 
shall the Commonwealth become a joint-owner or stockholder in any 
company, association or corporation. 

SECTION 11. Toprovide for the payment of the present State debt, and 
any additional debt contracted as aforesaid, the General Assembly 
shall continue and maintain the sinking fund sufficient to pay the 
accruing interest on such debt,and annually to reduce the pea 
thereot by a sum not less than two hundred and fifty thousan dollars;

(3) Townships and School Districts.—In the various school districts 
of the State the school directors have the power to create loans, sub- 
ect to the limitations of Section 10 above quoted, to provide for the 
redemption of the same within thirty years. 

In townships, the only authority, except that of the school directors 
to borrow money, is in the road supervisors, who have no power to 
create bonded indebtedness, but simply to make a temporary loan for 
necessary expenses, which must be provided for by an assessment of 
gufficient township tax rate, known as road tax.

SAVINGS BANKS INVESTMENTS—POWERS AND RESTRIC- 
TIONS.—Philadelphia is, we believe, entitled to the distinction 
of starting the first savings institution in the United States. The 
name this association bore was the “ Philadelphia Savings Fund 
Society,” and it still exists, bearing the same name. Originally the 
bank was not incorporated, but was a voluntary organization, such 
societies in Great Britain being at that time of a like character. The 
date of the organization was November 27, 1816, and the bank was 
opened for business December 2, 1816. Mr. Hutchinson, who, now 
holds the office of!President, states that the oldest ledger of the company 
goes back to the time of opening, and shows a deposit on that day 
(December 2, 1816) of five dollars. The company was not incor- 
porated until February 25, 1819. 

It is surprising that Pennsylvania, although engaged in such an early 
venture in the department of savings institutions, should have made 
80 little progress in the same department since. Indeed, the second 
organization does not bear date until 1847, and we think there had 
only been 10 mutual savings institutions organized in the whole State 
from 1816 down to the early part of 1890. We May assume, however 
that this slow development was in no measure due to a lack of desire 
for savings banks on the part of the people of that common 
wealth. That such institutions were sought and needed is 
sufficiently evident from the fact that nine of the ten companies re- 


* ferred to above reported in 1890 that they held $63,957,341 of 


deposits. In 1889 a general law, facilitating the incorporation of sav- 
ings banks, was passed by the Legislature. Since then there has been 
& small addition to the number of institutions, the total doing business 


in the State in November, 1902, being 15, with deposits aggregatin,

It was not until 1889,as already stated, that a general law facili- 
tating the organization of savings institutions was passed. That 
law of 1889 is indeed well adapted not only for facilitating, but for 
stimulating, the growth of the system. Its influence in the latter 
direction would seem to be assured under the liberality of the 
provisions respecting investments. The following 1s section 17, which 
contains the investment limitations; we would especially direct 
attention to subdivision four of this section: 

SECTION 17.—It shall be lawful for the trustees of any savings bank 
to invest money deposited therein only as follows: 

(1.) In the stocks or bonds or interest-bearing notes or the obliga- 
tions of the United States, or those for which the faith of the United 
— eae to provide for the payment of the interest and the 
yrincipal. 

’ (2) In the stocks or bonds of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
bearing interest. 

(3) In the stocks or bonds of any State in the Union that has not 
within ten years a to making such investments, by such co’ 
ration, defaulted in the payment of any part of either principal or in- 
terest of any debt authorized by any Legislature of such State to be 
contracted. 

(4) In the stocks or bonds of any city, county, town or vill of 
any State of the United States, issued pursuant to the authority of any 
law of the State, or in any interest-bearing obligations issued by the 
city or county in which such bank shall be situated. 

(5) In bonds and mortgages on unincumbered, improved real estate, 
situated in this State. 

It will be noted that according to the foregoing (sub-division 
four), Pennsylvania savings banks are allowed to invest their 
deposits in the bonds and stocks of any city, county town or village in 
any of the United States. Furthermore, by the fifth subdivision bonds 
and mortgages are left to the discretion of the trustees in all purchases, 
except that they must be first mortgages on improved real estate in 
Pennsylvania. The next section (18) relates to the temporary deposit 
of funds in banks and trust companies. It makes it lawful to deposit 
temporarily in banks or trust companies the excess of current daily 
receipts over the payments until such time as the same can be judic- 
iously invested in the securities named above.

DEBT LIMITATION.-—Ohio hae very carefully guarded the debt- 
making power of the State. Tule could not be said while the Constitu- 
tion of 1802 was in force; for under that instrument it was competent 
for the Legislature to construct works of interna) Luoprovement on

FIRST, As to the State’s power to contract debt, this is regulated under 
the first five sections of article 8 of the Constitution. Section 1 limits the 
power to the supply of “‘ casual deficits in revenues or to meet expenses 
not otherwise provided for,” but in the aggregate debts for even the 
purposes named cannot exceed $750,000. Section 2 contains an ex 
tion to the foregoing; it grants the power to contract debt in case of in- 
vasion, of insurrection, of war or of the redemption of the then existi 
indebtedness. Section 3 reaffirms the limit, except as above specifi 
Section 4 forbids the loaning of the State credit. Section 5 further forbids 
the assumption of debts by States. We insert these five sections in full, 

SECTION 1. [Debt limited to seven hundred and fifty thousand dollars), 
The State ~y A contract debts to supply casual deficits or failures in 
revenues or to meet expenses not otherwise provided for; but the 
ageregate amount of such debts direct and contingent whether 
contracted by virtue of one or more acts of the General Assembly, or at 
different periods of time, shall never exceed seven hundred and fift 
thousand dollars; and the money arising from the creation of suc 
debts shall be applied to the cee ope for which it was obtained or to 
re-pay the debts so contracted and to no other purpose whatever, 

SECTION 2. [Additional and for what purpose.] In addition to the 
above limited power the State may contract debts to repel invasioi 
suppress insurrection, defend the State in war, or to redeem the presen 
outstanding indebtedness of the State; but the money arising from the 
contracting of such debts shall be ogee to the purpose for which it 
was raised, or to re-pay such debts, and tono other purpose whatever; 
and all debts incurred to redeem the present outstanding indebt 
edness of the State shall be so contracted as to be payable by the 
sinking fund hereinafter provided for as the same shall accumulate, 

SECTION 3. [The State to create no other debt.| Exceptthe debts above 
specified in Sections 1 and 2 of this article, no debt whatever shall here- 
after be created by or on behalf of the State. 

SECTION 4. [ Oredit of State; the State shall not become joint owner or 
stockholder.) The credit of the State shall not in any manner be given 
or loaned to or in aid of any individual association or corporation what 
ever: nor shall the State ever hereafter become a joint owner or stock- 
holder in any company or association in this State or elsewhere formed 
for any purpose whatever. 

SECTION 5. [No assumption of debts by the State.) The State shall 
never assume the debts of any county, city, town or township, or of 
any corporation whatever, unless such debt shall have been created to

affects the power of the or ae pag to authorize these municipali- 
ties to ereate debt, the limitations are found in section 6 of article 
8 and in sections 1, 2 and 6 of article 13. (1) Section 6 of 
article 8 forbids the meral Assembly to authorize cities, 
&., to become stockholders in or to raise money or loan 
credit to aid corporations, &. (2) Sections 1 and 2 of article 13 forbid 
the passing of special acts and require general acts for conferring cor- 
porate powers. (3) Section 6 of article 13 provides that the General 
Assembly make provision for the organization of cities, &c., by fp 
laws and restrict their debt-making power. Thesesections are as ‘ollows:

It remains to be said that at the regular session of the Legislature 
in 1902 an Act popularly kaown as the “Longworth Omnibus bill, 
was passed and subsequently upheld py the State Supreine Court. 
This Act (which will be fouad in fullin V. Ta. Bs 1329) amends Sec- 
tions 2235, 2436 and 2937 Revised Statutes of hio, relating to the 
issuance of bonds by cities, villages and other municipal corporations. 
Under the new law the municipal boaris of legislation, councils, etc., 
may by two-thirds vote issue bonds for certain specified purposes to 
the extent of 1% of the assessed valuation yearly (but not exceeding 
4% in the aggregate) without submitting the question to a vote of the 
people, Bonds issued under this Act in excess of 1% in any one year, 
orin excess of 4% ta the aggregate, must first be submitted to a vote 
of the people and carried by two-thirds of those voting oa the propo- 
sition, but not more taan 8% in the aggregate can be authorized in any 
event. The law passed at the extra session re-allirms the provision 
of this statute, which therefore remains in full effect.

DEBT LIMITATION.—In the present Constitution of Indiana, which 
went into effect November 1, 1351, superseding the Constitution adopted 
in 1816, there are explicit provisions limiting the power of both the 
State and its municipalities to contract debt. 

FIRST, as to the State, Section 5 of article 10 provides that no debt 
except to meet casual deficits in revenue, to pay interest, to repel inva- 
sion &c. can be contracted. The section in full is subjoined. 

CREATION OF DEBT FORBIDDEN.—No law shall authorize any debt to be 
contracted on behalf of the State except in the following eases: To 
meet casual deticits in the revenue; to pay interest on the State debt ; 
to repel invasion, suppress insurrection, or, if hostilities be threatened, 
provide for the public defense. 

In the sixth section of the same article the last clause prohibits the 
assumption by the State of the debts of any municipality or corporation. 
The clause referred to reads as follows. 

“Nor shall the General Assembly ever on behalf of the State assume 
the debts of any county, city, town or township, nor of any corporation 
whatever.” 

SECOND, as to municipalities, the provision contained in the 
Constitution seems to be equally clear and emphatic, and, as will be 
found, fixes the limit at 2 per cent of the valuation. It is article 13 of 
ee which relates to this subject, and we give the article in 

velow. 

LIMITED — EXcEss Vorp.— No political or municipal corporation 
in this State shall ever become indebted in any manner or for any pur 
pose to an amount in the aggregate exceeding two per centum on the 
valuation of the taxable property within such corporation, to be ascer- 
tained by the last assessment for State and County taxes previous to 
the incurring of such indebtedness; and all bonds or obligations in 
excess of such amount given by such cerporatian shall be void; Pre- 
vided, That in time of war, foreign invasion, or other creat publie 
calamity, on petition of a majority of the property owners in number 
and value, within the limits of such corporation, the publie authorities 
in their discretion may incur obligations necessary for the pubdlie pro- 
= and defense to such an amount as may be requested in sueh 

‘ion. 

Pot should be said in connection with the abeve that several laws 
have been enacted since the foregving constitutional limit was ad 
(March 14 1881), and bonds have been issued by counties thereunder 
beyond the 2 per cent limit, for the construction of “free gravel, stone 
or other macadamized roads.” Several suck laws were passed at the 
1899 session of the Legislature. But in the ease of Striebd vs. aa 
Treas., 111 Ind., the Supreme Court of Indiana held that gravel ro: 
bonds are not properly indebtedness of the county—hence de net come 
within the inhibition of Section 15 ef the Constitution. (See editorial 
in STATE AND CIty SUPPLEMENT for Ovctoder, L399, page 3) 

THIRD, counties (but no other kind of mwunieipality) are ited 
from subscribing for any stock in a corperation unless rat time 
of such subdseription. © section which covers this subject is seetion ¢ 
of article 10, and is as follows. 

Countiks CANNOT TAKE STocK. No county shall sudseribe for stock 
in any incorporated company unless the same be paid for at the thne of 
suoh subseription; nor shall any county loan its credit te any incor 
porated company, nor borrow money for the purpose of my RY i 
any such company; nor shall the General Assembly ever on of 
the State assume the debts of any county, city, town or township, ner of 
any corporation whatever. 

‘The prohibition which this section contains applies, as already stated, 
only to counties, Consequently the Legislature was at liberty te author 
ize vities to subscribe to the steok of railroads, as if did by a general 
law passed in 1S6Y granting the power to sabseribe te the stock of any 
railroad running info or threugh ary city or pear its corperate lamits, 
Other laws of a somewhat similar character Rave beer passed af ooher 
dates, We notice one law, too (Section 5377 Saras’s Annotated Stat- 
utes, revision LVOL), whieh authorizes counties bordertag ow the State 
tine, or any township or olty situated in such county, te subseribe for 
railroad ateok. Ta that law ne attemps is mace to endow coauntiea with 
power to isaue bends for this purpose (jhus ebeying the m 
the Oonatitution), theugh by the succeeding section (Section 5378) 
cities are given authority to sauce suok bonds, 
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tly restricted by statute to a lower than the 
Constitutional limit of 2 per cent in the matter of creating certain kinds 
of debt. For instance, Section 7834 of Burns’s Annotated Statutes, 
1901, authorizes any county to issue bonds when necessary to con- 
struct, complete or repair court house, jail or other county buildings, 
or to fund existing debt; in those cases county commissioners may 
borrow for that purpose not exceeding 1 per cent on assessed valua- 
tion and issue bonds therefor, provided that no second or subsequent 
loan shall be made or authorized so long as any former loan made 
under the provisions of the Act shall remain unpaid. From Section 
7920 it appears, moreover, that whenever the aggregate indebtedneas, 
funded or otherwise, of any county having a voting population of over 
20,000 amounts to or exceeds one per cent, it is not lawful to increase 
such indebtedness in any manner or form except only by temporary 
loans in anticipation of the revenue of the then current fiscal year and 
not exceediug two-thirds of the amount of the county tax duplicate of 
the preceding year. 

Limit of one per cent may be exceeded in counties for funding pur- 
poses in certain cases where the aggregate indebtedness in 1879 
exceeded one per cent (see Burns’s Revised Statutes, 1901, Section 
7918); also for temporary loans (see Burns’s Revised Statutes, 1901, 
Section 7920). 

Also (if the laws that have been passed are constitutional), the limit 
of 2 per cent may be exceeded forthe purpose of making gravel roads 
(see above), the Supreme Court having decided that gravel road bonds 
are not properly an indebtedness of the county. By statute the limis 
for such bonds (Section 6910) is 4 per cent. 

In addition to the foregoing, general statutes have been passed by the 
Legislature granting general powers to cities and towns to issue 
bonds for pmopep corporate purposes, subject, however, to the Con- 
stitutional limit of 2 per cent on valuation. But we have not the space 
to set out here the details, or the details of the other legislation appli- 
cable to cities of larger and smaller population, and covering specific 
purposes, such as water works, &c. 

BILL LEGALIZING GRAVEL. ROAD BONDS,—The Legislature 
in 1901 passed a Ne (Chapter 136) legalizing all bonds, sold or un- 
sold, tssued under an act of the Legislature, approved March 3, 1893, 
as amended by Acts approved March 7,1895, and Feb. 24,1899. A 
acts and orders of the Board of County Commissioners passed under 
these laws are by this new law legalized and made valid 

EXEMPTION FROM TAXATION.—The Legislature of 1903 passed 
a law (approved March 9) exempting from taxation all ponds, notes, 
ye hereafter issued by State or municipal corporations. The section 

‘ollows: 

SECTION 1. Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Indiana, Thatall bonds, notes and other evidences of indebtednesss 
hereafter issued by the State of Indiana or by municipal corporations 
within the State upon which the said State or the said municipal cor- 
porations pay interest shall be exempt from taxation.

money received from the sale of these lands is used to pay the general 
expenses of the State; the law provides. however, that a certain 
specitied rate of interest must be annually figured on the total amount 
accumulated from said sales and be paid over to the educational in- 
stitutions specitied. The amount of interest to be sv paid is raised 
by taxation. All the Michigan war-loan bonds of 1898 given below 
have been called for payment May 1, 1903.

DEBT LIMITATION. — Michigan, as noted in our history of 
the State’s debt, started its career as a State in January 1837, when the 
whole land was buoyant over its inflated enterprises carried on at public 
expense. So to be abreast with the times, instead of putting any limit 
on the power of the State to create debt, it put into its Constitution a 
notice to the Legislature to go to work at once and make provision for 
“ ascertaining the ae ped objects of improvement in relation to ro 
“canals and navigable waters,” that the money might be raised an 
these improvements might be prosecuted with as little delay as possible. 

That was the spirit which ruled and the condition which prevailed in 
1837. In 1850 Michigan made and on ew another Constitution. Dur- 
ing the years which intervened the ple had gained a wide —— 

had evidently profited by it. Henee we find them at the latter date 
showing a purpose to make an instrument in its financial features about 
as dissimilar from the one it was to ——- it could well be. Nothing 
will illustrate this change in spirit and purpose more clearly than the 
following limitations res ng the creation of State indebtedness 
which were inse These ons are all found in article 14 of the 
1850 Constitution. which Constitution is still in force. 

SECTION 3. The State may contract debts to meet deficits in revenue. 
Buch debte shall not in the aggregate at any one time exceed fifty 
thousand dollars. The moneys so raised shall be applied to the pur- 
poses for which they were ob’ ed or tothe payment of the de*ts so 


contr: : 
SECTION 4. The State may contract debts to repel invasion, suppress 
insurrection or defend the State in time of war. The money arising 
from the contracting of such debts shall be applied to the purpose for 
which it was raised or to pay such debts. 
SECTION 6. The credit of the State shall not be granted to or in aid of 
any person, association or corporation. 

ECTION 7. No scrip, certificata or other evidence of State indebted- 
ness shall be issued except for the redemption of stock previously 
issued or for such debts as are eee authorized in this Constitution. 

SECTION 8. The State shall not subscribe to, or be interested in the 
stock of any company, association or corporation. 

SECTION 9. The State shall not bea y to, or interested in, any work 
of internal improvement, nor engage in rarfe on any such work ex- 

t in the expenditure of grants to the State of land or other property. 
“Ene foregoing sections appear to cover every branch and phase of the 
subject ; and compared with the Constitution of 1837 what a contrast 


they afford! 

Cities and villages, however, were left by the 1850 instrument to the 
discretion of the Legislature in the matter of restrictions upon their bor- 
rowing power. The provision which relates to this ‘subject is found in 
Article 15, Section 13, and is as follows: 

SECTION 13.—The lature shall provide for the incorporation and 
organization of cities and villages, and shall restrict their powers of 
taxation, borrowing money, contracting debts and loaning their credit. 

In the exercise of the power granted by this section the Legislature 
has passed a laws governing the incorporation, taxation and 
bending of cities and villages. The provisions, however, are too ex- 
tensive to make it feasible to summarize them here. They may be 
found in the Compiled Laws of Michigan, edition of 1897.

DEBT LIMITATION.—The constitutional provisions of Wisconsin 
restricting debt-making are very rigorous, plain and comprehensive. 
Since the amendment adopted in 1874, cities &c., as well as the State, 
are definitely limited by that instrument. We will give the provisions 
first which relate to the State and after that those which have reference 
to cities, &c. 

(1) STATE indebtedness ie confined within very close bounds, It 
seems asif the framers of the Constitution must have taxed to the 
extreme their ingenuity for forms in which to express their determina- 
tion to inhibit debt-making. The sections which cover the subject are 
sections 3, 4, 6,7, 9 and 10 of Article 8. We give them in full below. 

BECTION 3. Oredit of State, for what not given. The credit of the 
State shall never be given or loaned in aid of any individual, associ- 

ation or corporation. 

BECTION 4. Contracting debts, The State shall never contract any 
public debt, except in the cases and manner herein provided. 

SECTION 6. Limitation on public debt. For the purpose of defraying 
extraordinary expenditures, the State may contract public debts (but 
euch debts shall never in the te exceed one hundred thousand 
dollars). Every such debt shall be authorized by law, for some purpose 
or to be distinctly specified therein; and the vote of # majority 
of all members elected to each House, to be taken by yeas and nays, 
shall be necessary to the passage of such law; and every such law shal! 
provide for levying an annual tax suflicient to pay the annual interest

SECTION 7. State may borrow money, when. The Legislature may also 
borrow money to repel invasion, suppress insurrection or defend the 
State in time of war; but the money thus raised shall be applied exclus- 
ively to the object for which the loan was authorized, or to the repay- 
ment of the debt thereby crea 

SECTION 9. Evidences of debl. No os ig certificate, or other evidence 
of State debt, whatsoever, shall be issued, except for such debts as are 
authorized by the sixth and seventh sections of this article. 

SECTION 10. Internal en seer of grants. The State 
shall never contract any debt for works of internal improvement, orbe 
@ party in ca ng on such works, but whenever grants of land or other 
property shall have been made to the State, especially dedicated by the 
grant to particular works of internal improvement, the State may 
on such particular works, and shall devote thereto the avails of # 
grants, and may pledge or appropriate the revenues derived from such 
works in aid of their completion. 

(2) OITIES, counties, towns, villages, éc., were unrestricted except by 
legislative enactment until 1874. Since that amendment was adopted 
Jive per cent on the value of the taxable proverty has been the extreme 
amount of debt permissible for any municipality. Not only is that the 
case, but, as will be seen, the municipality is required before or at the 
time when it incurs any indebtedness, to make provision for an annual 
tax sufficient to pay the interest and also sufficient to pay the principal 
within twenty years from the time of contracting the debt. We give 
below the amendment referred to in full. 

Limitation of Municipal Indebtedness — Adding to Section 3, Article 
11, the words: 

No county, city, town, village, school district, or other municipal cor- 
poration, shall be allowed to become indebted in any manner or for any 
purpose, to any amount, including existing indebtedness in the ag, 
exceeding five per centum on the value of the taxable pro 
to be ascertained by the last assessment for State and county pre 
vious to the incurring of such indebtedness. Any county, city, tow, 
village, school district, or other municipal corporation incurring any 
indebtedness, as aforesaid, shall before or at the time of doing 80 pro- 
vide for the collection of a direct annual tax sufficient to —— interest 
on such debt as it falls due, and also to pay and discharge. the principal 
thereof within twenty years from the time of contracting the same. 

On April 20, 1893, a new law passed by the Legislature of Wisconsin 
was approved by the Governor which gives general authority for the 
issuance of bonds to cities operating under special charters granted by 
the State, and containing a population of three thousand or more in: 
habitants, as follows. This authority is of course subject to the fore 
going provisions of the Constitution, 

For the erection and construction of a city hall and the purchase ota 
site for the same. 

For the construction and extension of water works or the pos 
of the same, and for constructing sewers, and for the improvement 

maintenance of the same. and 

For the erection, construction and completion of school buildings 
the purchase of school sites. other

One of the tax amendments increases the 
amount of taxes tojbe coliected by the State upon railroad property 
from 3% to 4% upon the gross earnings of lines operated in the State; 
the other tax measure provides for a tax on real estate mortgages, 
franchises, incomes of corporations and individuals, ete.

DEBT LIMITATION.—Iowa’s Constitution restricts the creating of 
debt, both State debt and municipal debt. 

FIRST, as to State debt, the limitation made is not absolute, for it 
permits other debt if authorized by some law for some single 8 
work. But this permission is very safely guarded—(1) the law must 
provide for the collection of a direct annual tax sufficient to pay the 
interest regularly and discharge the debt in twenty years; and (2) the 
law cannot take effect until it has been submitted to the people st 4 
general election, and has received a majority of the votes cast.

The Supreme 
Court of Iowa has decided that even a school district is such a corpora- 
tion and subject to same limit. The Legislature of 1900 passed a bill 
(approved April 6, 1900,) fixing the limit of indebtedness of counties 
or other political or municipal corporations at only 14 per cent of the 
actual value of property in cities or towns as returned by the last tax 
list. This change was made because, under a revision of the 
Revenue Law which went into effect in 1898, property is now appraised 
for taxation on a much higher basis than formerly. We present this 


bill in full. 

SECTION 1.—That Section thirteen hundred and six (1306) of the Code 
be and is hereby repealed, and the following enacted in licu thereof. 

Sec. 2.—‘ No county or other political or municipal corporation, 
including cities acting under special charters, shall be allowed to 
become indebted, in any manner or for any purpose, to an amount in 
the aggregate exceeding one and one-fourth per centum on the actual 
value of the property within such county or corporation, to be ascer- 
tained by the last State and county tax list previous, to the incurring 
of such indebtedness.” 

Sec. 3.—This Act being deemed of immediate importance shall be in 
force from and after its publication in the Des Moines “ Register” and 
the Des Moines “* Leader,’’ newspapers published in Des Moines, Iowa,

DEBT LIMITATION.—Missouri has made provision in its Consti- 
tution restricting the creation of debt both on behalf of the State and 
of its > manieigall That se to the State is found in Ar- 
ticle 4, Sections 44, 45 and These sections provide that the Gen- 
eral Assembly cannot coutunes debts except (1) to renew existing 
bonds, (2) to meet an unforeseen emergency or casual deficiency. The 
State is prohibited from lending its credit to anv person, association 
or corporation or to pledge its credit for the payment of liabilities of 
any individual, association or corporation. 
The sections relating to the indebtedness of cities and other 
municipalities are found in Article 4, Section 47; Article 9, 
Section 6, and Article 10, Section 12 and 12a. These sections make 
clear (1) that a municipality cannot loan its credit; (2) that it 
cannot subscribe to the capital stock of corporations; (3) that it can- 
not get into debt unless two-thirds of the voters voting at an election 
favor it, and then only to an aggregate of 5 per cent of valuation, 
except that with such assent any county may be allowed to become 
,ndebted in a larger amount for the erection of a court house or 
ail, and except also per the amendment of 1902 (Section 12a referred 
10 above), cities of from 2,000 to 30,000 inhabitants may by vote exceed 
the limit by an additional 5 per cent for water and light purposes; 
finally (4) that before or at the time of getting the assent of the 
voters an annual tax must be provided sufficient to pay interest and 
form a sinking fund to pay the debt within 20 years. These provisions 
are certainly very conservative.

EBT LIMITATION.—South Dakota has incorporated into its 
Constitution very stringent provisions limiting the debt-making power 
of the State and its municipalities. All these provisions are found in 
Article XIIL., and are as follows. 

SECTION 1. Neither the State nor any county, township or munici- 
ng rf shall loan or give its credit or make donation to or in aid of any 

dividual, association or corporation, except for the necessary support 
of the poor, nor subscribe to or become the owner of the capital steck 
of any association or corporation, nor pay or become responsible for 
the debt or liability of any individual, association or corporation; pro- 
vided, that the State may assume or pay such debt or liability when in- 
curred in time of war for the defense of the State. Nor shall the State 
engage | in any work of internal mprovement. 

Sec. 2. For the purpose of defraying extraordinary expenses and 
making “public improvements, or to meet casual deficits or failure in 
revenue, the State may contract debts never to exceed with previous 
debts in the te $100,000, and no greater indebtedness shall be 
incurred except for the purpose of repelling invasion, suppressing in- 
surrection, or defending the State or the United States in war, and pre- 
vision shall be made by law for the payment of the interest annually, 
and the principal when due, by tax levied for the pu . or from 
other sources of revenue; which law providing for the payment of

ing extraordinary expenses” arising from invasion, war, etc.; and in 
such cases the law shall provide an annual tax sufficient to pay the 
interest semi-annually and the principal within twenty-years.

DEBT LIMITATION.—Provisions limiting the debt-making power 
of the State and the various sub-divisions are found in Article X of the 
State Constitution of 1872, the sections pertaining thereto being as 
follows: 


SECTION 4.—No debt shall be contracted by this State, except to meet 

casual deficits in the revenue, to redeem a previous liability of the 
State, to suppress insurrection, repel invasion ,or defend the State in 
time of war; but the payment of any liability other than that for the 
ordinary expenses of the Staté shall be equally distributed over a 
period of at least twenty years. 

SECTION 6.—The credit of the State shall not be granted to, or in aid 
of, any county, city, township. corporation, or person; nor shail the 
State ever assume, or become responsible fcr the debts or habilittes of 
any county, city, township, corporation, or person; nor shall the State 
ever hereafter become a joint owner or stockholder in any company 
or association in this State or elsewhere, formed for any purpose 
whatever. 

SECTION 7.—County authorities shall never assess taxes,in any one 
hoe the aggregate of which shall exceed ninety-five cents per one 

undred dollars valuation, except for the support of free schools; = 
ment of indebtedness existing at the time of the adoption of this n- 
stitution; and for the payment of any indebtedness with the interest 
thereon, created under the succeeding section, unless such assessment, 
with all questions involving the increase of such aggregate, shall have 
been submitted to the vote of the people of the county, and have re- 
ceived three-fifths of ali the votes cast for and against it. 

SECTION 8.— No county, city, school district, or municipal corpora- 
tion, accent in cases where such corporations have already author- 
ized their bonds to be issued, shall hereafter be allowed to become in- 
debted, in any manner, or for any purpose, to an amount, including 
existing indebtedness, in the aggregate exceeding five per centum on 
the value of the taxable property therein, to be ascertained by the 
last assessment for State and County taxes. previous to the incurring 
of such indebtedness, nor without, at the same time, providing for the 
collection of a direct at nual tax. sufficient to pay, annually, the inter- 
est on such debt, and the principal thereof, within, and not exceeding 
thirty-four years; Proviced That no debt shall be contracted under 
this section unlers all questions connected with ‘he same shall have 
been first submitted to a vote of the peopie, and have received thre 
fifths of all the votes cast for and against the same.

STATE AND City SUPPLEMENT of April,1894, page 168. Under an Act 
of the State Legislature approved Feb.18,1895, all bonds authorized to 
be exchanged under the Act approved Feb. 23, 1876, were barred if not 
exchanged by July 1,1896. The amount thus barred was $185,400. 
By another Act also approved Feb. 18, 1895, and amended Feb. 16, 
1899, the Governor has power to refund the bonds issued under the 
Act of Feb. 23, 1876 (Series “A,” “B” and “CO” below), with new 
securities bearing such rates of interest as may be deemed best, and 
maturing in not more than 50 years from date of issue.

adzeBT AND Ar LIMITATIONS.—A revised Constitution was 
0) at the election held Nov. 11, 1901, and became effective Nov. 
28,1901. The new instrument makes radical changes in relation to 
debt and taxation, an outline of which was furnisbed in an editorial 
in our STATE AND CITY SUPPLEMENT of October, 1901. We have only 
room to indicate a few of its features. 

STATE DEBT.—Under Section 213 (Article XI) the State is prohibited 
from creating any new debt, except to repol invasion or suppress in- 
surrection. This prohibition, however, does not apply in the case of 
bonds to refund old issues or temporary loans to meet deticiences, the 
latter, though, being limited to $300,000. Section 214 limits taxation 
for State purposes to sixty-five one hundredths of one per cent. 

The sections relating to taxation of counties and municipalities are 
also given in Article XI., being numbered 215, 216 and 219. Theyare 
very lengthy and will be found in full in the editorial above referred to. 

LiMIT OF INDEBTEDNESS.- The debt-incurring power of counties and 
municipalities in the new Constitution are contained in Sections 222 
to 226 inclusive, forming part of Article XII. 

BonpD IssuEs TO BE VOTED.—Under Section 222 all bonds proposed 
to be issued under general laws must first be authorized by a ma- 
jority vote of the qualitied voters of the county, city, town, village or 
other political snb-division desiring to issue such securities. There are 
exceptions to this, however. See the section in full in the above-men- 
tioned editorial. 

CounrTIES are limited by Section 224 to 319 per cent of the assessed 
valuation of property. This limitation does not affect any debt exist- 
ing at the time of the adoption of the constitution in excess of 31g per 
cent, either created or authorized by existing laws to be created. 
Such counties already indebted in excess of 312 per cent are permitted 
to incur an additional debt of 1s per cent of the assessed valuation. 
Counties are allowed to fund or refund any existing indebtedness. 

IES, TOWNS, etc., having a population of less than 6,000 are limited 

to 5 per cent of the assessed value of property, with an additional 3 

ue cent for water works, gas or electric light plants or sewerage. 

his limitation does not affect any debt now authorized by law to be 

created or any temporary loans to be paid within one year, made in 

anticipation of the collection of taxes, not exceeding one-fourth of the 
annual revenues of such city or town. 

CiTIKs AND Towns of 6,000 or over inhabitants, also GADSDEN, 
ENSLEY, DECATUR and NEW DECATUR, are limited in their debt- 
making powers to 7 per cent of the assessed valuation. The following- 
described classes of indebtedness are not to be considered in figuring 
the debt limit: Me ge aye loans, to be paid within one year, made 
in anticipation of the collection of taxes, and not exceeding one- 
fourth of the general revenues; bonds or other obligations already 
issued, or which may hereafter be issued for the purpose of acquiring, 
providing or constructing school houses, water-works and sewers; and 
obligations incurred and bonds issued for street or sidewalk improve- 
ments, where the cost of the same, in whole or in part, is to be assessed 
against the property abut' ing séid improvements; provided, that the 

roceeds of all obligations issued as herein provided, in excess of said 
er cent, shall not be used for any purpose other than that for which 
said obligations were issued. Nothing contained in this Article is to 
prevent the funding or refunding of existing indebtedness. Nor is 
the Section to apply. to the cities of SHEFFIELD and TUSCUMBIA. 

Section 226 provides that no city, town or village whose present in- 
debtedness exceeds the limitation imposed by this Constitution shall be 
allowed to become indebted in any further amount, except as otherwise 
provided in this Constitution, until such indebtedness shall be reduced 
within such limit; provided, however, that nothing herein contained 
shall prevent any ae except the city of GADSDEN from 
issuing bonds already authorized by sont Beets, further, this See- 
tion shall not apply to the cities of SHEFFIELD and TUSCUMBIA.

An 
amendment to the Louisiana Constitution authorizing the city to 
refund its debt at a lower rate of interest was adop ip 1892, and 
the city has issued 4 per cent 50-year bonds to the amount 
of $10,000,000, thus enabling it to pay all its ae loans 
and all those upon which it had option.

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 

The decision of the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals, handed down at St. Paul Thursday, has 
been a decided disappointment in financial circles. 
That is so, not at all because of its disturbing and 
unsettling effect on Stock Exchange quotations and 
business; those matters are of littie moment. The 
great truth is, conservative circles fear that the deci- 
sion imperils the prosperity of by far the greatest in- 
dustry in the land; our roads cannot be economically 
managed and cannot grow with vigor, continually 
mualtipiying facilities and stimulating commerce, if 
crippled. Unbridled competition of competing rail- 
roads is not compatible with their heaithfal devel op- 
ment. United States railroad history has proved that 
so fully and clearly that the statement does not need 
elaborating. And yet this decision, carried out in 
practice, would introduce just such a situation. 

If, therefore, we did not have full faith in a way 
being found to avoid such a statein railroad affairs, 
we should feel a good deal of discouragement. There 
is though a way out, even if the Sapreme Court affirms 
the judgment aud makes this holding company illegal. 
It is based upon the fundamental idea that Congress 
cannot prevent, if it would, any iodividual from pur- 
chesing more than a majority of the atock of two 
competing roads. That being- true the com- 
munity-of-interest idea is invulnerable and a 
way will be devised for makiug it feasible. We 
think we are confirmed in this opinion by 
the decision itself. The closing sentence admits 
the existence of this right in permitting the Securi- 
ties Company to return and transfer to the stockhold- 
ers of the Northern Yacific and Great Northern com 
panies any and all shares of stock of those companies 
which it may have received from such stockholders in 
exchange for its}own stock, or tof{make such transfer 
and assignment to such person or persons as are now 
the holders and owners of its own stock originally 
issued in exchange for the stosk of said companies. 

Of course, too, there is a fair chance that the 
judgment of the Circuit Court will be reversed on 
appeal. We should feel a good deal more confidence 
in that conclusion if it were not the Government 
that appears as the prosecutor. But we do not pro- 
pose to enter upon that discussion to-day. It is 
enough to be able to say that the community-of-in- 
terest idea cannot be successfully atcacked. 





Probably the most fantastic development of ts 
phenomenal labor movement of the year is the strlkg 
this week of the ‘‘ Brotherhood of Carpenters” jy this 
city. It has arisen not out of any grievance or eyp 
difference with their employers—indeed, employers 
had no notification of its coming—but out of a gop.

in such shops as well; and this was done, although in 
some of them agreements had also been made by the 
‘‘Brotherhood” on the occasion of the last rigs jy 
wages that there should be no farther strike the car. 
rent year. Inthe face of these facts the “Brother. 
hood” men have left their jobs, the declared deter. 
mination being that until every “‘Amalzamated” man 
has been discharged or has joined the ‘‘Brotherhood,” 
all carpenter work must stop. The threat is that this 
condition will continue so long as these men who 
have had the temerity to associate themsalves in an 
independent union give up their independence or ara 
deprived of ail work and driven out of the city. 

This case would rot be so important did it not rep. 
resent the intolerant spirit which is rapidly getting 
to be dominant in Union circles everywhere. Some 
may think that such a cat-and-dog method wili lea‘ 
to the elimination of the worse features of these cn. 
tests. This grotesque phase may havea short life, 
Bat it must be remembered that even the raising of 
wages and shorter hours at the higher wage is 4 pro- 
cess that must in the end crash enterprise, Lvery 
time it is repeated it hurts many hard-working bosses, 
contractors and other consumers of materials, and 2 
goes far towards putting the building of a home out 
of the reach of men of moderate means. To-day to 
erect a house costs one-third more than it did even 
two years ago, and every item of expense is atill pro- 
gressive. 

This eituation is in considerable part a natural 
deve:opment of the indiscriminate sympathy »ll 
labor movements have found among many philan- 
thropic souls, who, having never conducted a business 
venture, do not appreciate the difficulties and disap: 
pointments attendant upon every enterprise, and have 
not fully studied the natural results of their counsel. 
No one bas any objection to urge against unions. 
They are everywhere accepted as a part of our indus- 
trial machinery. It is likewise acknowledged by all 
that they have dore good service. But their large 
and more recent successes have given rise to a grasp: 
ing, reckless tendency, until there has come to be 10 
limit to their desires and demands. This proclivi y 
should be arrested now if we would avert a worse 
struggle of deeper influence by and by. 


A conspicuously favorable feature in affairs at pret 
ent is the way that railroad gross earnings are improv: 
ing. The gains reported appear to be steadily growing 


larger. Except for these large gains the railroads 
would find it difficult to provide for the great increas? 
in operating expenses arising from the enhancement 
in wages and the higher cost of fuel, materials and 8p 
plies. The effect of this higher operating cost during 
January and February was to counterbalance gubstan- 
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of the gain in gross receipts, leaving 

improvement in net—that is speaking of the 
ae la But it would appear as if with the 
continued enlargement of the amounts of gain, a point 
must have been reached where some portion of the im- 
provement in gross will remain as a gain in net. We 
print to-day our early statement of gross earnings for 
the month of March, and this shows, as will be seen 
by reference to our article on a subsequent page, an in- 
crease of $8,021,817, or 14°42 per cent. We may refer 
particularly to the exhibit made by that leading rail- 
road property, the New York Central. That system 
for March shows $1,163,300 increase, following 
$1,311,108 increase in February and $838,434 increase 
in January. For the three months, therefore, the 
Central has added nearly 34 million dollars to ite total 
of gross receipts of last year. Some substantial por- 
tion of this large gain in gross should count as a gain 
in the net, notwithstanding the increase in operating 
= may be noted that the Central’s gains are run- 
ning larger now than those on the Pennsylvania. The 
Pennsylvania’s figures for March are not yet available, 
but for February its gain in gross was $676,200 on 
the lines directly operated east of Pittsburgh and 
Erle and $328,400 on the lines directly operated west 
of Pittsburg and Erie, making together $1,004,600 
for the combined system in that month. The New 
York Central for the same month (February) re- 
ported, as already stated, $1,311,108 increase, and that 
was merely on the lines east of Buffalo, as the Lake 
Shore, the Michigan Central and other Vanderbilt 
lines west of Buffalo are never included in the Cen- 
tral’s monthly returns. 





The conclusion expressed by us a month ago that 
iron production in this country would soon be ona 
scale large enough to supply all home consumptive de- 
mands, leaving no need for extensive imports from 
abroad, seems to get confirmation in the monthly blast 
furnace statistics published this week by our con- 
temporary, the “Iron Age.” The ‘‘ Age” finds that 
a new high record has been established, and reports 
the gross capacity of the turnaces in blast on the first 
of April at 376,576 tons per week, this comparing with 
364,733 tons per week on March 1 and 343,111 tons on 
February 1. On April 1 last year the capacity of the 
active furnaces was only 337,424 tons per week, and 
the year before, on April 1, it was only 296,676 tons, 
while at the time of the Presidential election, on 
November 1 1900, it was no more than 215,304 tons. 
The “Age” says that the lifting of the freight em- 
bargo has made it possible not only to blow-in a con- 
siderable number of blast furnaces but has also tended 
to bring the output closer to the normal. Moreover 
there is a likelihood of continued further expansion. 
Some important stacks are getting ready and the 
“Age” holds out the prospect of the attainment of a 
tate of production of 20,000,000 gross tons per annum 
before the summer ia far advanced. We quite agree 
with our neighbor that the moderate accumulation of 
stocks in the face of this enormous production is 
eloquent proof of the phenomenal current consumption. 
The total of furnace stocks sold and unsold (not in- 
cluding the holdings of the steel works producing 
their own iron) is given as 170,757 tons April 1st 
tgainst 159,353 tons March Ist, 119,641 tons February 
stand 71,858 tons November 1st last. 








There was no change in official rates of discount by 
any of the European banks this week and unofficial 
or open market rates were easy at the chief centres. 
The feature of the official statement of the New 
York Associated Banks last week was the unexpectedly 
large loss of $5,524,500 in cash, of which %5,315,300 
consisted of specie. Because of this loss and also by 
reason of the small reduction of $1,374,425 in reserve 
reqairements, the surplus reserve was decreased by $4,- 
150,075 to $2,130,825. Computed upon the basis of 
deposits less $39,598,200 of public fands, the surplus is 
$12,030,375. The loans were reduced only $614,300, 
the smallest decrease since contraction of this item 
began last February. Deposits fell off $5,497,700, 
making $74,457,000 since February 21, and the total 
now is only $15,647,300 above that at the beginning 
of the year. Comparatively large debits of the Agsist- 
ant Treasurer at the Clearing House almost daily this 
week—which debits resulted chiefly from extraordinary 
disbursements for the Post Office, premiums on re- 
funded bonds and miscellaneous payments—seemed to 
promise a more favorable bank statement inasmuch 
as the receipts by the banks from the interior were 
somewhat in excess of the shipments. 

The offerings at the Treasury in Washington of 
3 and 4 per cent bonds for refunding into 2 per 
cent consols amounted, as reported on Thursday, to 
$18,328,400, of which $14,567,400 were 4 per cents 
and $3,761,000 were 3 per cents. Of the $12,476,- 
650 exchanges thus far effected, $6,039,700 were 
of bonds from national banks} and $6,436,950 from 
other sources. The offerings on Friday for refunding 
bring the total up to about $20,000,000. 





The money market was easy not only for call but 
for time loans during the week until Thuraday after- 
noon, when there was a sharp advance in the call- 
loan rate to 11 per cent, caused by the announcement 
of the decision in favor of the Government in the 
suit against the Northern Securities Company by the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals sitting at St. 
Louis. The flurry in money seemed to be due to 
apprehensions of a general calling of loans for the 
payment of which the Northern Securities properties 
and stocks of other roads, which were likely to be 
indirectly affected by the decision, were pledged, 
and, as the Stock Exchange would be closed 
until Monday, there was an urgent demand for 
money with which to make provision in anticipation 
of the expected calls. The rate at the close was 7 per 
cent. The extremes for money for the week were 11 
per cent, as above noted, and 24 per cent—the latter 
being recorded on Monday, after the loans for the day 
had been effected; the average for the week until 
Thursday was 54 pe cent, and on that day it was 
about 6} per cent. On Monday loans were at 7 per 
cent and at 24 per cent, with the bulk of the business 
at 6 percent. On Tuesday transactions were at 6 
per cent and at 43 per cent, with the majority at 54 
per cent. On Wednesday loans were at 7 per cont 
and at 4} per cent, with the bulk of the busi- 
ness at 54 per cent. On Thursday transactions 
were at 11 per cent and at 5 per cent, with 
the majority at 6 to 7 per cent. The Exchange 
was closed on Good Friday. Banks and trust 
companies quote 6 per cent as the minimum. The 
market for time loans was easier this week, though 
comparatively little business was done, borrowers 





being disposed to wait for a recession in rates. The 
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offerings of money are fairly liberal at 5 per cent for 
six months on all dividend collateral, and 5} per cent 
for the same time on good mixed Stock Exchange se- 
curity; quotations for sixty days to four months are 
5@54 per cent, but there is no inquiry for these 
periods. There was a little better business in com- 
mercial paper, with the buying chiefly by out-of-town 
institutions, and rates were 54 per cent for sixty to 
ninety-day endorsed bills receivable, 54@5} per cent 
for prime and 6@64 per cent for good four to six 
months’ single names. 


The Bank of England minimum rate of discount re- 
mains unchanged at 4 per cent. The cable reports 
discounts of sixty to ninety-day bank bills in London 
84@3§ per cent. The open market rate at Paris is 23 
per cent and at Berlin and Frankfort it is (23 per cent. 
According to our special cable from London the 
Bank of England lost £1,847,706 bullion during the 
week and held £34,350,320 at the close of the week. 
Our correspondent further advises us that the loss 
was due to imports of £528,000, of which £100,000 
from Egypt and £428,000 bought in the open market, 
to shipments of £2,246,000 ne¢ to the interior of Great 
Britain and to exports of £130,000 to South 
America. 


‘The foreign exchange market was easy this week, 
influenced by a light demand for remittance and by 
offerings of loan bills induced by the relatively lower 
rates for money abroad than for fixed periods here. 
There was a good supply of commercial bills early in 
the week and drafts against securities bought for 


European account made their appearance on Wednes- 


day, causing a sharp fall in sight bills. The market 
was firm at a decided recovery on Thursday morning 
in response to a demand for remittance by Saturday’s 
steamer, but in the afternoon the sharp advance in 
money on call caused by the decision in. the North- 
ern securities case, had an unsettling effect and the 
tone was week at the close. The Assay Office paid 
$752,279 10 for domestic bullion. Gold received at the 
Custom House during the week, $6,671. 

Nominal quotations for exchange are 4 844 for sixty- 
day and 4 874@4 88 for sight. On Monday the mar. 
ket was easy at a decline, compared with Friday of 
last week, of 10 points for long to 4 8360@4 8375 and 
of 15 points for short and for cables to 4 8675@4 8685 
for the former and to 4 8735@4 8745 for the latter. 
On Tuesday long was unchanged, while short was 5 
points lower at 4 8670@4 8680, and cables declined 15 
points to 4 8720@4 8730; the tone was heavy and bual 
ness was small, On Wednesday free offerings of loan

THE TAX-TREATMENT OF MORTGAGES. 


Governor Odell has this week come to the rescue of 
the mortgage-tax bill with a special message. He 
does not appear as such a determined champion of 
this particular measure as he has been supposed to be; 
he also renders a timely service by stating the case 
very clearly. He really speaks, as it seems to us, for 
the undercurrent of public opinion in at least this 
part of the State, which is opposed to mortgage tax 
tion altogether. 

This, he says, is his own position, and he urged 
abandonment of such taxation two years ago; but # 
that did not meet with favor, he recommended s sill 
ple recording tax, of course applicable only to future 
mortgages; and this year, nothing having been done, 
he suggested the four-mills tax now pending as 4 com 
promise measure. He pronounces this the worst 
proposition of the past three years, as it no doubt is, 
being the highest tax rate; but he will accept it, ors 
lower rate, or the recording tax, if the Legislature 
chooses. What he earnestly deprecates is the appar 
ent disposition to again let the subject slip past with 
out any action. 
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=n thle Governor Odell appears to us to be in the 
right and to have left no reasovable answer possible. 
Yet notwithstanding a tax on mortgages is indefen- 
sible in principle, it may be made to be of very little 
harm in practice, provided it is at once moderate in 
rate, uniform in application, and so far stable that it 
can be taken as likely to stay settled for a consider- 
able term. Investors always like to count upon their 
returns ‘net ”—free from deductions, and it is a 
familiar fact that securities which are safe and tax- 
free are acceptable even when the interest rate on 
them seems low. A small recording tax would be 
definite and would be paid once for all, standing so 
during the term of the mortgage. 

This would probably be taken as ending the annual 
disturbance and uncertainty about mortgage taxation, 
which has more or less been interfering with the real 
estate markets each spring during the last four or five 
years. Indeed, it might very well come about that 
such a tax as this would act, in practice, as encourage- 
ment rather than discouragement to capital ; for in- 
yestment capital values safety and the prospect of 
being undisturbed by a change in conditions even 
more than high interest. Such a tax, which might 
promise more permanence than entire exemption, 
might therefore tend to make mortgages a preferred 
form of investment and attract capital to them. 

The proposition is really one of reduction and ex- 
emption, removing rather than imposing a tax. For 
mortgages are not now specifically mentioned, but ge 
with other personal property and bear the usual tax 
rate of two to three per cent (averaging, perhaps, 24) 
when they are caught at all. The inequity is that, as 
the Governor says, “it is a burden upon those who 
cannot escape, upon widows and orphans.” This ex- 
pression recalls to mind a striking actual case which 
occurred in Missouri and we related several years ago: 
A boy was crippled in a railroad accident, and, being 
without means, employed a lawyer on a contingent 
fee and was fortunate enough to recover $5,000; in 
the hands of an exceptionally good trustee this was 
put out so that it brought six per cent; then misfor. 
tune returned to the poor lad, for an assessor dis - 
covered the money and the paternal law proceeded to 
take one-third of the cripple’s $300. 

If real estate does not net five per cent clear its 
owner does not congratulate himself; but the ratio of 
a2ora2} per cent tax toa 3 or 4 per cent bond is 
plainly intolerable. Of course this is all a part of the 
attempt—never more than an attempt—to tax per- 
sonal property; and while we do not countenance the 
vulgar notion that rich men as a class peculiarly 
dodge their taxes, it is certain that those least able to 
pay on personalty are least likely to escape. In Mis- 
souri it has been estimated that estates in probate, 
being in a position where concealment is impossible, 
bear nearly 50 per cent of the whole personal asseas- 
ment, and taxation of personal property—varying in 
actual rate because of imperfections in the discovery, 
and missing some while falling heavily upon othere— 
utterly lacks the uniformity which should character- 
ize all taxation. Indeed, there is hardly a respecta- 
ble pretense of such uniformity. 

One of the title guarantee companies suggests that 
the law allow each county to choose its own method 
of dealing with mortgages. Under this application 
of the principle of local option, if the counties at this 
end of the State, where the full-value rule of assess- 
ment prevails, should decide to exempt mortgages, 





real estate interests would be benefited and the rest 
of the State would not be harmed. This would be to 
apply the most correct rule to the places where prop- 
erty is most concentrated, and the proposition has 
merit ; but it seems to have slight prospect of accept- 
ance, for there is, unhappily, an erroneous notion in 
the country districts that there is somehow a conflict 
of interests between this small corner of the State 
and the rest of it. This ancient error, which is 
satirized in the fable of the belly and the members, 
appears when questions such as the‘canal and taxation 
come up. It is vaguely imagined that wealth has 
concentrated here somehow or other at the expense 
of the country districts, and ought to be especially 
visited. The notion that exemption of mortgages from 
tax would be a boon to the city and is desired here 
may be the most serious obstacle to obtaining it. 

The time must come when taxation shall be re- 
duced to what may properlyand not (as now) con- 
veniently and politely becalled a system. The defects 
of the taxation of personalty are inherent, but the 
present situation of the portion represented by mort- 
gages is pecularly unwise and inequitable. Certainly 
‘no party and no man ever gaired political or per- 
sonal advancement or favor through the fear to cor- 
rect awrong;” yet this argument, sound though it be, 
puts the subject on not the highest level. The rule of 
intrinsic justice and right ought to be the best rule of 
expediency. 








HONEST DEALING ON THE STOCR 
EXCHANGE. 


The interests of fair dealing have been served and 
light has been thrown on the methods of a certain 
type of speculators on the Stock Exchange by the libel 
suit of Mr. William N. Amory against President Vree- 
land of the Metropolitan Street Railway and by the 
affidavit of Mr. Harriman in the Southern Pacific 
proceedings. Mr. Amory, by charging Mr. Vreeland 
with libel, has afforded those interested in the Metro- 
politan Railway the opportunity to bring out 
some of the ‘facts regarding the several raids against 
that property which have been made within the last 
few months. It is an opportunity which seems to 
have been so effectively improved that it does not 
leave in & very enviable position either Mr. Amory or 
people much higher than he who have been shown to 
be interested in attacking the traction property. As 
if this proceeding in itself did not cast sufficient dis- 
credit on a certain prominent operator, who is fre- 
quently posing as an adviser of the public, Mr. Harri- 
man has made several disclosures respecting the same 
person in his affidavit regarding the Southern Pacific 
pool. If Mr. Harriman’s charges are sustained, mem- 
bers of the pool were desirous that a dividend should 
be declared which had not been earned, from money 
which was needed for improvements, for no other ap- 
parent reason than to get them “ out of a hole.” 

Proceedings of this character are of serious interest 
to the public because they give publicity to the 
methods of the less scrupulous brokers and speculators 
on the Exchanges. They ought to serve as a lesson to 
the ‘‘greenhorn” who imagines that he knows how to 
speculate in Wall Street, for they tell him, plainly 
that there are hidden motives and influences which 
may entirely negative the ‘‘tips” he has received, even 
regarding properties of unquestionable value. To the 
man also who makes a conscientious study of market 
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conditions and of the intrinsic worth of properties, 
such disclosures can hardly fail to be disquieting, 
because they show that the market value of proper- 
ties which are sound can be seriously depressed by the 
dissemination of false rumors and the classic tactics 
of “bear” speculators who are not restrained in their 
operations by any embarrassing regard for the truth. 
The influence of the ‘‘bear” speculator is quite as 
legitimate as that of the “‘ bull.” There seeme to be 
sometimes a temptation, however, on the part of the 
former to seek to depress Stock Exchange quotations 
by the circulation of injurious reports that does not 
come to the speculator on the other side of the 
market. 

Methods like those which have been exposed in the 
two suits mentioned are discreditable not only to the 
parties concerned, but to the New York stock market 
as a whole. Such incidents are not common in 
Europe, and their occurrence here injures our securi- 
ties greatly in foreign eyes. There are several rea- 
sons why a much greater degree of conservatism 
governs stock market operations abroad than at home. 
Properties there, especially those enterprises which 
are carried on in Europe, are better known, and 
hence have a more certain value that cannot be in. 
finenced by the circulation of malicious attacks, ex- 
cept perhaps in times of acute panic. The rules of 
the Stock Exchanges are more severe against b)'‘okers 
who violate their trust, and in some cases brokers are 
forbidden to buy and sell on their own account. 
More than this, in France and Germany the Stock 
Exchanges are under stringent Government regu- 
lation, and in France the obligations of a single 
broker are made the obligations of the whole body. 
Itis probably not desirable that these restrictions 
should be applied in the United States. We have 
been content to rely heretofore upon the healthy in- 
tegrity which comes from freedom of action. It lies 
with the Stock Exchange committees to a consider- 
able degree to maintain the reputation of the Ameri- 
can Exchanges by some method of punishment or 
exclusion for brokers who attempt to fraudulently 
manipulate values. The greater the wealth and the 
wider the notoriety of that class of operators the more 
reason there is that they should not be permitted to 
deceive the public. 

An important factor in imposing conservative 
methods upon the Stock Exchange has been pointed 
out by our neighbor “‘The Sun.” This is the influ 
ence of the large banke. It would be sound policy 
on their part to refuse accommodation to brokers who 
violate the rules of fair dealing on the Exchanges, 
The banks are bound by their position towards their 
depositors individually and towards the money market 
as a whole to take a broader view of their obligations 
than to look simply to the security of a particlar loan. 
They ought not to end their inquiries in regard to the 
advisability of extending accommodation to a borrower 
with the fact*tnat it issecured by safe stocks and bonds. 
If they lend their great resources to unscrupulous 
persone, who employ them for the fraudulent manipu- 
lation of the market, they do a greater injustice to de- 
poeitors who may be the owners of securities than if 
they deliberately lost or sequestrated a part of their 
deposits. The average depositor in the Wall Street 
banke is himeelf an owner of securities, either in full 
oron margin. If his bank deliberately encourages 
malicious raids, which wipe out his margins or bring 
discredit on the value of his holdings, the effect is 





not other than if the bank deliberately notifies him 
that it has scaled its obligations by a certain percent. 
age. The banks are bound in this direct genge to 
guard the interest of their depositors, for whom they 
are trustees. They are also under a more general 
obligation. Those bankers who stand at the head of 
our railway and industrial enterprises, and whose wil 
has much to do with determining the course of jp. 
vestment and the development of the country, are 
bound by their position as trustees for the public to 
see that the Stock Exchange is in fact what it ig ip 
economic theory—a true mirror of values and a guide 
to the proper direction for the investment of capital, 








THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE UNITED 
STATES STEEL CORPORATION. 


The annual report of the United States Steel Corpora. 
tion, covering the calendar year 1902, isin many respects 
a remarkable document—remarkable for the sizs and 
extent of the company’s operations and the magnitude 
of the figures reached ; remarkable for the fullness 
and frankness with which all the accounts and doings 
of this great industrial property are presented, and 
remarkable likewise for the exceeding prosperity 
which the report shows the company to be enjoying, 
When the preliminary report for the 9 months of the 
preceding calendar year, covering the period from the 
beginning of business of the Steel Corporation from 
April 1 1901 to December 31 1901, was issued, the 
statement was made in the report that this period of 
9 months had been too brief to satisfactorily organize 
and systematize the business of the corporation, and 
that *‘ necessarily it lacks the fullness and definite- 
ness of information which it 1s hoped will character- 
ize future annual reports.” The promise implied in 
this statement has been amply fulfilled. 

If any one hereafter advances the claim that it is 
not possible for an industrial corporation to furnish s 
very elaborate account of its results and operations, 
the present report of the Steel Corporation will stand 
as a convincing and irrefutable argument to the con- 
trary. The report is folio size, covering 40 pages of 
printed matter, together with 19 additional pages de- 
voted to pictorial views of the company’s works and 
plants at various points. It is furthermore accom- 
panied by a very elaborate map, showing the geographi- 
cal location of the plants owned by the subsidiary 
companies. Not only are elaborate income and fiaan- 
cial statements given, but the report also furnishes— 
what no one would have dreamed among the possibili- 
ties when the large industrial corporations of the 
present day first came into being a few years ago—a 
detailed and very enlightening statement of the cor- 
poration’s production in the different lines of goods 
turned out by it. Thus we are told the total amount 
of iron ore mined during the year and how much 
came from each range, the amount of coke manu- 
factured, the amount of coal mined, the quantity of 
iron produced by the blast furnaces, and the aggre- 
gate of the steel output of the various plants. Finally 
there is a statement showing separately the amoants 
of rolled and finished products turned out for sale, 
such as steel rails, plates, rods, wires, sheets, etc., 
etc., the quantity of each item being separately 
specified. 

Examination of the statistics of production serves 
to reveal very plainly the predominant position held 
by the Steel Corporation in the iron and steel trades. 
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Its blast furnaces produced 7,975,630 tons of iron 
during the twelve months, We know from the state- 
ments of Mr. James M. Swank, of the American Iron 
& Steel Arsociation, that the total output of iron in 
the United States for the calendar year was 17,821,- 
307 tone. It thus appears that the Steel Corporation 
furnished about 45 per cent of the make of iron for 
the year. In the case of steel ingctsand the finished 
forms of iron and steel, the proportions are much 
larger. Thus the Corporation’s production of Besse- 
mer Ingots reached 6,759,210 tons, The total produc 
tion of Bessemer steel ingots in the United States 
having been 9,306,471 tons, this therefore formed 
over 70 per cent of the same. In addition, the plants 
owned by the Oorporation made 2,984,708 tons of 
open-hearth steel out of a total of 5,687,729 tons 
produced in the whole country. It also made 
nearly 70 per cent of the steel rail production, having 
produced 1,920,786 tons out of about 24 million tons 
for the whole country. 

Turning to the income statements, it is seen that 
gross receipts from sales and earnings amounted to no 
legs than $560,510,479; the manufacturing and oper- 
ating expenses were $411, 408,818; the average num- 
per of employes in the service of the properties during 
the year was 168,127, and the aggregate amount paid 
during the year for salaries and wages of employes 
was $120,528, 343. 

The income resul's for the twelve months are found 
to have been gratifying in theextreme. A balance of 
$90,306,524 is shown to have been available for divi- 
dends on the business of the year, while the call for 
dividends was only $56,052,867. In other words, 
there remained a surplus of $34,253,657 after the pay 
ment of 7 per cent dividends on the preferred stock 
and 4 per cent dividends on the common stock. But 
even this only tells part of the story. The surplus of 
344 million dollars remains after making very large 
appropriations for sinking funds, depreciation funds, 
ete., etc. Cost of ordinary repairs and maintenance 
amounting to 21 million dollars was included directly 
in operating expenses. But, in addition, there was 
an appropriation of $4,834,710 for depreciation and 
extinguishment funds, a further appropriation of 
$9,315,614 for extraordinary replacement funds, then 
& 10-million-dollar appropriation called a ‘‘ special 
fund for depreciation and improvements ;” besides 
there is an allowance of $3,040,000 for the sinking 
fund on the Steel Corporation’s own bonds and $624,. 
064 more for the sinking funds of bonds of subsidiary 
companies, Altogether, therefore, $27,814,389 was 
taken out in these various ways before arriving at the 
available net income. Stated in another way, $27,- 
814,389 was set aside for improvements and sinking 
funds and $56,052,867 was distributed in dividends 
on the two classes of stock, aud even then there re 
mained a surjlus balance of 34} million dollars— 
$34,253,657, 

The 34} million dollar surplus is equal to nearly 7 
Fer cent on the 508,302,500 of Steel Corporation 
common stock outstanding, so that it might be said 
that while 4 per cent was paid on this stock, 11 per 
cent was earned over and above the appropriations of 
47 million dollars already referred to. We lay stress 
on the large surplus because of the prominence given 
toa falling off of 2} miilion dollara in net results in 
the first quarter of the new year (1903), as if the loss 
(which was due entirely to traffic congestion on the 
tallroads) was s matter of any moment in the present 





prosperous condition of the company’s affairs. It 
might be added that the certificate of Price, Water- 
house & Compeny is attached to the report certifying 
to the complete accuracy of all the statements. 

The Steel Corporation, as is known, started witha 
surplus or working capital provided at organization 
of 25 million dollars. The surplus profits for the 12 
months of 1902, as we have just seen, were $34,253,- 
657. For the 9 months of 1901 thera had been a 
similar surplus (after certain allowances) of $18,620,- 
940, making a total surplus on Dacember 31 1902, 
after only 21 months’ operation, of $77,874,597. The 
subsidiary companies at the time of their absorption 


by the Steel Corporation also had very large separate © 


surplus accounts, which in the preliminary report had 
been combined with the surplus of the Steel Corpora- 
tion proper. This surplus of the constituent compa- 
nies, aggregating %$116,356,111, has now all been 
written off, besides which $12,011,857 has been 
charged off to depreciation and extinguishment funds, 
making $128,367,968 altogether. In other words, 
this amount of 1224 million dollars, instead of being 
counted as surplus, has been used in diminution of 
property account, which now stands on the books at 
a total of $1,325,267,583, against an original total of 
$1,453,636,551. Nothing could illustrate more 
plainly than this action the conservative and 
far-sighted way in which the property is being ad- 
ministered. 

Interesting explanations are made with reference to 
the various sinking funds and improvement funds. 
The bond sinking funds are the funds required by 
the respective mortgages to be set aside annually for 
retirement of the bonds issued thereunder. The de- 
preciation and extinguishment funds are appropria- 
tions made with the idea that aided by the sinking 
funds the capital investments in the properties will 
be liquidated at the expiration of their life. In other 
words, the money so appropriated is used not for cur- 
rent operating expenses, but ‘‘to offset consumption 
and depreciation by the provision of new property or 
of reserve funds.” The extraordinary replacement 
funds are designed to be used to improve, modernize 
and strengthen the properties by the substitution of 
improved and modern machinery, plants, facilities, 
equipment, etc. The special fand of 10 million dol- 
lars for depreciation and improvements is suppleman- 
tary to all of these and is evidently a special ex- 
traordinary allowance made possible by the present 
period of extreme prosperity. 

A statement is furnished showing how large the 
cash payments for property account and reduction of 
purchase money obligations, bills payable, etc., have 
been since the organization of the Steel Corporation. 
The amount paid in cash for property account from 
depreciation funds and surplus earnings from April 1 
1901 to December 31 1902 is given as $30,086,740. 
Bealdes this $24,700,338 was paid from surplus during 
the same period to reduce the purchase money obliga- 
tions, bills payable, etc., of the constituent companies, 
and $3,091,759 was paid out of surplus earnings dur- 
ing the same period in discharge of bonds and mort- 
gages outstanding, exclusive of bonds redeemed with 
sinking fund money. In other words, we have here 
grand total of $57,878,837 of cash paid during the 21 
months for property account, and in redaction of 
various liabilities outstanding at the time the Steel 
Corporation was organized: Some bonds and mort- 
gages wore created for new property acquired during 
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the 21 months, but these aggregated only $3,466,660, 
while $6,384,759 was paid off. 

The financial position of the Corporation is one of 
exceptional strength. The current liabilities (includ. 
ing the dividends payable in February and March re- 
spectively on the preferred and common shares of the 
Steel Corporation) were on December 31 1902 $49,- 
$26,252, whereas on the other side of the balance 
sheet we find that there was an aggregate of actual 
cash of no less than $50,163,172. If to the $49,826,- 
252 of current liabilities we add $25,217,748 for sink- 
ing and reserve funds, even then the total of liabilities, 
current and contingent, is only brought up to $75,- 
044,000, while the total of current assets, including 
cash, inventories and accounts receivable foots up no 
leas than $214,834,157. It may hence be asserted that 
the whole of the surplus of the Steel Corporation 
which we have seen to be $77,874,597 is represented 
by available cash assets. No reference is made in the 
report to the plan for converting 200 miliion preferred 
stock into bonds and raising 50 million dollars addi- 
tional cash, which plan is now being carried through; 
but obviously this will tend still further to strengthen 
the finances of the concern. 

It is proper to state that the acquisition of the 
Union Steel Company, with the various constituent 
companies embraced in that company, dates from the 
first of January 1903, and therefore the business and 
operations and the securities of this acquired prop- 
erty do not figure in the present annual report. The 
acquisition of this company, the report points out, 
was effected by direct negotiations with the owners 
on the basis of actual cost of the property to the 
vendors, except as to certain ore and coal property 
and other lands, and as to them on a basis not exceed- 
ing actual present value. The belief is expressed that 
the earnings of these new properties will be sufficient 
to provide at least the interest on the bonds and a 
sinking fund which will eventually pay and retire the 
bonds. 

In closing we may refer to one other item of infor- 
mation furnished in the report because it has an inti- 
mate bearing on the continuation of the present 
period of prosperity. We have reference to the orders 
on hand. The tonnage of unfilled orders on the 
books of the Steel Corporation at the close of 1902 
equaled, we are told, 5,347,253 tons of all kinds of 
manufactured products. At the corresponding date 
in the preceding year the orders booked equaled 
4,497,749 tons. It would hence appear that there is 
not the slightest likelihood of any setback in the im- 
mediate future. Furthermore, the above analysis 
demonstrates that the largest of our industrial under- 
takings ranks first also for the skilful, progressive 
and enterprising way in which its affairs are being 
administered and for the sound, conservative 
methods that prevail in every department of the or- 
ganization.

THE IRISH LAND-PURCHASE BILL. 


The remarkable proposition of the British Cabinet, 
whereby it undertakes to settle the two-hundred. 
year-old land-tenure problem in Ireland, may be 
judged from several varying points of view. It has 
its bearing on Great Britain’s social problems, on its 
financial outlook, and, not least of all, on its political 
situation. In each regard. the circumstances are pe- 
cular. The Irish question has been an open wound in 





the British social system since Cromwell crossed the 
Irish Sea under the Commonwealth. How little tha 
wound has healed, in the subsequent three Centuries, 
was pretty plainly taught by the attitude of large 
part of the Irish during the Transvaal war, Fin. 
ancislly, Mr. Wyndham’s proposal bears upon one side 
on the hope that relief from agrarian depression wij] 
bring prosperity to this large constituency of Grogt 
Britain’s population, and upon the other, on the 
question how heavily the strain of the fiscal gratuity 
now offered will be felt by the British exchequer, 
Politically, it should be needless to point ont the 
revolution in Parliamentary affairs which would come 
with a contented and grateful Ireland. Whether the 
Home Rule propaganda as a separate issue could ag 
@ consequence be expected to disappear, is, perhaps, 
not easy to predict. But that, after all, is really 4 
minor question. It was the problem of Ireland’ 
industrial distress which embittered and complicated 
from the first the struggle for an independent Irish 
Legislature. 

The Government’s proposition may be summed up 
briefly. ‘‘ Peasant proprietorship” isthe goal. to. 
wards which agitation has for years been bending, 
The obstacle was that the landlords either refused to 
sell at all or fixed their prices impracticably high, and 
that the tenants were either too wretchedly poor to 
bid or wanted their property for asong. Not very 
long ago a conference was held at Dublin between 
representatives of the two disputing parties. Lord 
Dunraven presided; the meeting was conducted with 
entire good feeling, and its result, though no tangible 
agreement could be arrived at, was to show that on 
certain terms landlords would be prepared to sell and 
tenants to buy. The difficulty was that the bid and 
offered prices varied widely. Tenants offered prevail. 
ing market valuations; landlords replied that as they 
were not pressing property for sale, they ought to get 
what would yield, invested elsewhere, as much as 
comes from existing rentals. 

Mr. George Wyndham, the Secretary for Ireland, 
took up the matter at this stage of deadlock to evolve 
an ingenious compromise. It was estimated that the 
tenants’ bid fell some 10 to 30 per cent below the 
landlords’ terme. The Government thereupon steps 
in, using its credit, in the homely phrase, to split the 
difference. Pariiament is asked to authorize outright 
grants sufficient to reimburse the landlords by half of 
the difference described. To provide this 5 to 15 per 
cent gratuity, £12,000,000 has been figured out as 
the necessary sum. With this arrangement the Gov- 
ernment undertakes to lend to tenants the capital 
requisite for their purchase. 

The method in which these advances are to be made 
is not made entirely clear from the accounts of the 
proposition which have thus far come to hand. From 
one account it would seem that in the next fifteen or 
twenty years a debt of £100,000,000 will be created 
by the Exchequer—this debt, however, to be secured 
on the purchased land, and to be liquidated by the 
instalment payments of the tenants. Only the £12, 
000,000 offered for the special purpose described 
above is not covered by such redemption provisos, and 
this is to be guarded by diversion to the Land Oom- 
missioner’s Office of the annual £2,500,000 now regu- 
larly granted by the Exchequer to Ireland. 

It will be possible to discuss more clearly the actual 
fiscal bearing of the plan when Parliament gets dow2 
to a closer study of its provisions. It is, of course 
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hat unsatisfactory, under existing qircumstan 
ba the Exchequer to have placed upon it the task 
of finding another great credit in the money market, 
even if that credit is only to be raised by parcels and 
is to be extinguished automatically. It is safe to rely, 
however, on the cautious and thorough review of this 
part of the problem by the clear-headed business men 
of Parliament. For the present, it is only necessary 
to point out the epoch-making step which would be 
taken in case the Irish land controversy were actu- 
ally to be placed in the way of settlement. 

Even if the plan as now set forth is not endorsed in 
all its details—and Mr. Wyndham himself expresses 
belief that it will call for substantial alterations—the 
fact remains that a first and decisive step has been 
taken by the mere fact of its proposal. The formal 
introduction of such a plan by the Government is as- 
surance against complete return to the old situation 
of deadlock. We have the witness of hard-headed 
business men, such as Mr. Pirie, announcing their pur- 
pose of extending Irish railway faciities in case Mr. 
Wyndham’s project ts adopted. On the other hand, 
the conservative portion of the British press has on 
the whole taken kindly toit. The London “ Econo- 
mist,” which views the plan’s aspects more susplo- 
iously, appears to have little or no objection on the 
fiscal side. ‘‘Few more ingenious measures,” it ob- 
serves, “Shave ever been laid before the British Logis- 
lature,” and it desoribes the plan as merely ‘‘a nomi- 
nal cash expenditure of some twelve millions sterling, 
spread over a long period of years, and from the out- 
set balanced, as to two-thirds of the annual charge it 
would create, by economies which the transaction 
made possible or greatly facilitated.” This friendly 
sentiment of the press is the best guaranty that the 
British people as a whole are thoroughly tired of the 
centuries-old “‘Irish trouble,” and resolyed to take 
this opportunity to end it. 








RAILROAD GROSS EARNINGS FOR MARCH. 


Each month is now making a better record than its 
predecessor in the matter of railroad gross earnings, 
and if it were not for the fact that operating ex- 
penses have been increasing in a very marked way, the 
railroad situation, with the large volame of traffic in 
sight for coming months, would be entirely reassuring. 
Returns of net earnings for January and February 
have shown that practically the whole improvement 
in gross has been absorbed by larger expenses—speak- 
ing of the roads as a whole. It would seem, however, 
as if the gains were now becoming so large that even 
under continued heavy augmentation in expenses, 
some portion of the improvement in gross receipts 
must be left over as a gain in net. 

At all events our preliminary statement of gross 
presented to-day for March displays a larger increase, 
both in ratio and amount, than did the preliminary 
statements of either of thetwo months immediately 
preceding. Oar compilation covers 95,620 miles of 
road and shows an increase of no less than $8,021,817, 
or 14°42 per cent. For February our early compila- 
tion, covering substantially the same roads, showed 
$6,781,905 increase, or 13°86 per cent, while for Janu- 
ary the improvement was only $5,145,523, or 9°40 per 

cent. This improvement has been established in face 
of the fact that floods aad heavy rains interfered with 


perience of the St. Louis Southwestern will serve 
as an illustration of the drawbacks experienced by 
some of the lines in the Southwest. This road suf- 
fered from high water at both Memphis and Cairo for 
a considerable portion of the month, its lines being 
shut off completely from those points for some days. 
In Alabama also, and the surrounding country, con- 
siderable obstacles were imposed by the rainy weather, 
which rendered the country roads almost impassable 
for a time. 

Last year bad weather had likewise been a feature 
in affairs, heavy rains having done more or less dam- 
age in the Southwest and along the Mississippi Valley 
towards the close of March. Still the obstructions 
were not on the scale experienced the present year. 
On the other hand, in the North Atlantic States, 
where in 1903 serious drawbacks in the shape of ice 
gorges, freshets, etc., were encountered, very little 
trouble of that kind existed the present year. It is 
to be remembered, however, that very few of the roads 
in this part of the country are ever represented in our 
early preliminary table. 

While the damage caused the present year by floods 
and excessive rains was extensive, its influence upon 
railroad revenues was more than counterbalanced by 
the great increase in the grain movement which oc- 
curred, and also by the continued activity and pros- 
perity of general trade. This latter is affording not 
only large traffic in merchandise and general freights, 
but is also greatly enlarging the volume of the pass- 
enger traffic. It is needless to say that the improve- 
ment in earnings recorded the present year follows 
substantial gains in the same month of preceding 
years. The figures in confirmation of this statement 
are furnished in the following comparative record 
going back ten years.

Among the separate roads there is a very extensive 
list of gains for very large amounts. The New York 
Central appropriately stands at the head of the list, 
and reports a gain of $1,163,300. We may suppose 
that the larger grain movement is playing a promi- 
nent part in this expansior in earnings. In ratio the 
addition on this road for March was over 20 per cent. 
Bat in other parts of the country the record is much 
the same. The Canadian Pacific in the Northwest 
has $639,000 increase and the Northern Pacific 
$337,897. In the South we have the Southern 





railroad operations over most of the Southwest, and 


Railway with $568,635 increase and the Louisville 
& Nashville with $426,759. In the Southwest the 
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Missouri Pacific reports $429,000 gain. In the 
Middle West the Illinois Central has $337,534 im- 
provement and the Cleveland Cincinnati Ohicago & 
S;. Louis $261,522. And these illustrations might be 
extended. Ia the following table we follow our usual 
plan of bringing together all roads whose changes, 
whether increases or decreases, exceed $30,000 in 
amoant.

It will be observed that notwithstanding the floods 
and high water there are only three roads that have 
a decrease in excess of the figures mentioned, the St. 


Louis Southwestern being one of these and the, ~ 


Yazoo & Missiesippi Valley another. The Minneapo- 
lis & St. Louis is the third one of the roads with a 
decrease, and in this instance the loss (as also the 
loss of $13,599 reported by the Iowa Central) follows 
from the shortage of cars. Owing to the congestion 
of traffic in the West and Centra! West, these roads 
have found it impossible to get their cars returned to 
them with any reasonable degree of promptness. 

The grain movement at the Western primary 
markets this year ran well above that for the same 
month last year. It should be noted, however, that 
as far as wheat is concerned, there was a falling off in 
the aggregate, and also at a number of the separate 
points. The increase occurred mainly in the case of 
corn and oats. Of corn the receipts for the four 
weeks ending March 28 1903 were 14,081.901 bushels, 
as against 7,965,505 bushels in the corresponding four 
weeks of last year. Of oata the receipts were 14,091,- 
378 bushels, against 7,623,173 bushels. Taking wheat, 
corn, oats, barley and rye together, the deliveries were 
42,608,628 bushels in the four weeks of 1903, against 
only 28,327,894 bushels in the same four weeks of 
1902. Notwithstanding this large increase, however, 
the movement did not equal that of either 1901 or 
1900, when the totale were respectively 45,322,447 
bushels and 52,859,103 bushels. Tae following is our 
usual detailed statement showing the receipts the last 
two years.

I: does not appear that there was avy extensive 
gain in the live-stock movement considered as a whole. 
The foregoing shows that at Caicago the deliveries of 
live hoge were only 550,735 head this year, against 
797,033 head last year. Baton the other hand the 
receipts of cattle were 263,999 head, against 233,560 
head, and the receipts of sheep 301,472 head, against 
260,862 head. The total of the three items expressed 
in cars was 22,944 carloads, against 23,696 carloads. 
At Kaneas City the deliveries were 7,858 carloads, 
against 6,528 carloads, and at Omaha they were 6,637 
carloads, against 5,773 carloads. 

The cotton movement in the South was much 
smaller, as far as the receipts at Galveston were con- 
cerned, but on the other hand there was an increase 
at New O-sleans and at some of the Atlantic ports, 
that altogether the receipts at the Southern outporls 
for the month were 431,722 bales, against 421,775 bales 
in 1902, but against 508,110 bales in 1901. The ship- 
ments overland were much smaller than last year, 
being 119,153 bales, against 167,768 bales.

—The Lowry National Bank of Atlanta, Ga., has issued 
and sold its new stock, which was authorized by the share. 

The additional stock was offered at $200 
per $100 share, increasing the eapital from $300,000 to $500,- 
000, and the surplus from $100,000 to $300,000.

Lonpon, Saturday, March 28, 1903, 
The European stock markets have been somewhat agitated 
all through the week, At its beginning there was a sharp 
drop in consols, which made a bad impression all over the 
Continent. Then copper fell somewhat sharply and all cop- 
per securities dropped with it, causing heavy toases in Paris, 
‘where an exceedingly active speculation in copper shares was 
going on, Almost immediately afterwards the Spanish Fi- 

mance Minister resigned, He is considered both in Spain an 











in Paris as the ablest financier Spain possesses. He won 
golden opinions when Finance Minister immediately after 
the war with the United States, and his return to office was 
hailed with great satisfaction in Paris, He insisted upon 
economies in every branch of the Government. Unfor- 
tunately the Ministers for War and Marine refused to com- 
ply and apparently were supported by the rest of the Minis- 
try. Senor Villaverde resigned and there was a very sharp 
fall in Spanish bonds, Over and above this, the outflow of 
money from Berlin to the interior became so great that 
Stock Exchange money rose this week in Berlin to from 4 to 
446 per cent, and as a result the German banks withdrew a 
considerable portion of the balances they had been employ- 
ing upon the London money market. 

Probably this action of the German banks had very con- 
siderable inflaence upon the market for consols, However 
that may be, it is notorious that just before the South Afri- 
can war ended, there sprang up a very great speculation in 
consols. Almost everybody bought and unfortunately too 
many bought far beyond their means. Consequently very 
large sums had to be borrowed from the banks or on 
the Stock Exchange, and the result is that ever since the 
city has known that a vast mass of stock was being held on 
borrowed money which would certainly be thrown upon the 
market the instant there came a rice. The withdrawals by 
the German banks possibly frightened some of the oper- 
ators, and as preparations are being made here in London for 
the coming Transvaal loan, and preparations are also being 
made in Berlin for the coming German loan, once selling 
began, it proceeded very rapidly. At one time on Wednes- 
day consols fell below 90, and although they recovered, they 
are still but slightly over that figure. 

Naturally the fall in consols reacted upon other depart- 
ments, especially upon British railway and American securi- 
ties. The fallin copper, of course, brought down copper 
securities, Perhaps the firmest department was the South 
African market, for the impression is growing that the labor 
difficulty is being rapidly overcome. At the Rand Mines 
meeting held in Johannesburg this week Sir Percy Fitz- 
patrick stated that for the first three weeks of March the 
number of laborers secured shows a considerable improve- 
ment. In Paris, as already said, the resignation of the Span- 
ish Finance Minister and the fall in copper have for the 
moment disconcerted operators and made markets weak. 
But the unfavorable feeling will pass away quickly, for the 
accumulation of unemployed money in France is immense, 
and undoubtedly affairs witnin Frauce itself are better, In 
Germany the rise in the value of money is attributed largely 
to the immense sums which the German banks are employ- 
ing in the United States, Bat there is also a steady recov- 
ery going on in Germany. Trade in many departments is 
better than it was, and the public is inves:ing again in in- 
dustrial securities, ° 

Money has continued in very strong demand throughout 
the week, Even the redemptionof tue 2 millions of treasury 
bills has given scarcely any relief. The collection of the 
revenue last week was on a very great scale, and this week it 
is believed that it will be on an even greater scale, All the 
money to be got in during the year must be secured by Taes- 
day night, and therefore earnest efforts are being made to 
collect what is now outstanding. The result is that neither 
the redemption of the treasury bills nor the large payments 
out of the Treasury for salaries and the like, which always 
take place on Qaarter Day, have made any impression upon the 
money market. Most of the loans that fell due at the Bank 
of England had to be renewed, and in many cases fresh 
money had to be borrowed. The payments of the interest on 
the debt and of the Bank of Eagiand dividend on ths 5th 
and 6th of April will of course bring about temporary ease, 
but how long the ease will last is donbtfal, forit is presumed 
1 ae Transvaal loan will bs brought out some time in 
April.

The Money Market and Financial Situation.—Two court 
decisions have tlayed a prominent part in affairs this week. 
One was the refusal of Judge Lurton, in the United States 
Circuit Court at Ciccinnati, to continue the temporary 
injunction against the Union Pacific restraining it from 
voting its holdings of Southern Pacific stock at the 
annual meeting of the Southern Pacific Company. This 
decision, bowever, was qualified by the announce- 
ment that the election would be postponed pending 
an appeal of the case. The pool in Southern Pacific 
shares, out of which the litigation arose, was dissolved 
yesterday. The other decision was that in favor of the 
United ttates Government in its suit against the Northern 
Securities Company. The latter bas a f-r-reaching b aring, 
but it is not doubted that, if the decision is sustained by the 
United States Supreme Court, some other means will 
be found fcr continuing the community-of-interest idea 
embodied in the organization of the Securities Company. 

Reports of railroad gross earnings continue extremely 
favorable. The return of the New Yors Central Railroad 
furnishes a typical instance, that road baving gained 
$1,168,700 in gross in March, $1,311.108 in February and 
$838,434 in January, making altogether $3,312,812 for the 
three months. 

The open market rates for call loans on the Stock Exchange 
Smring the week on stock and bond collaterals have ranged 
from 214 to 11 per cent. Thursday’s rates on call were 5 to 
11 per cent. Prime commercial paper quoted at 514 to 534 
per cent, 

The Bank of England weekly statement on Thursday 
showed a decrease in bullion of £1,847,706, and the percent- 
oge of reserve to liabilities was 48°12, against 48°73 last week, 
the discount rate remaining unchanged at 4 percent. The 
Bank of France shows a decrease of 7,400,000 francs in 
gold and 625,000 francs in silver.

National Asphalt Company. 
(Report for the year ending Dec. 31, 1902.) 


The Andit Company of New York has not yet completed 
its report on the property, but receivers Tatnall and Mack 
filed their report for 1902 at Trenton, N. J., on April3. A 
summary follows: 

Operations were carried on in 135 cities of the world, the actual 
pa completed during the year aggregating 4,082,612 yards, as 
against 4,001,380 in 1901. For 1902 the total includes 2,685.9 69 
yards of new street work, and 1,416,643 yards of private work, reg 
pairs and maintenance. oR EY workof 1,285,021 yards is car- 
ried into the current year, or 1 p. ©. more than was carried inen 
1902. Since Jan. 1,193, and up to March 21 last, bids have beng 
made upon 1,514,509 yaras of work. Of this amount underlyim 
companies have been succesful bidders upon 672,789 yards, and co,¢- 
panies purchasing aspbalt from underlying companies 492,047 yaras 
making a total of 1,164,836 yards. 

Through consolidation by lease, etc., the many corporations formerly 
carried, each with a full complement of high-salaried officers, have 
been reduced to two active paving companies, three supply concerns, 
and the two major holding companies, all of which are officered and 
managed with a strict regard for efficiency and economy. If the 
assets covered by the various trust agreements are purchased by one 
interest, it will be possible to have a large number of inactive cor- 
porations formally dissolved, thereby saving further expense and 
simplifying the business. Six plants in or near N. Y. city will soon be 
voncentrated in one plant now nearly completed at Maurer, N. J. 

The loseer of $222,653 shown by the National Contracting Co. and 
the Columbia Oonstraction Co. were really incurred prior to 1802, and 
if not deducted would make the year’s surplus $775,408. The prop- 
erty of the New York & Bermudez Co. in Venezuela was 80 affected by 
President Castro’s blockade as to suffer a loss of $101,026. Other 
losses of previous years was credited to 1902 and heavy sums were 
charged off for depreciation. 

The National Contracting Co. has been abandoned; the Columbla 
Construction Company is practically out of business, and the troubles 
of the New York & Bermudez Co. in Venezuela are in a fair way to be 
settled, although the company is forced to incur a heavy expense in 
the maintenance of the plant in Venezuela and to protect the interests 
of the concern here and abroad. A large amount of money is tied up 
in contracts in process of execution, for which a larger working capi- 
ital than the companies now possess is necessary. The cash on hand 
is only $10,948.

President’s Statement.—President Stickney, in a letter 
dated Feb, 10, 1903 [printed in the aforasaid circular], says 
in part: 

EARNINGS AND IMPROVEMENTS.—For reasons explained in the an- 
nual report (V. 75, p. 558), both the gross and net earnings de- 
creased largely in July and August, but since both have in- 
creased, and it is probable that such increases will continue during 
the remaining six months of the fiscal year to such an extent 
as to make both the gross and net earnings for the full 
year equal to or greater than the preceding year. During 
the summer months of 1902 the company put into ite 761 
miles of main track 191 permanent culverts and 51 permanent 
bridges, reconstructed 226 other bridges to make them strong 
enough to carry modern engines, and in addition completed or 
commenced improvements at 216 different pointe; has done a large 
amount of ballasting and relaid 201 miles of rails. The ballasting, 
the rail re laying, etc.. compelled trains to run over temporary works, 
and to move with the utmost caution, to prevent accidents. About 25 
per cent of the availabie motive power and a large percentage of cars 
have been used in improvement work. These circumstances have 
limited the train loads and the volume of traffic, and necessarily in- 
creased the coat of operation 

To complete the work now in progress it will be necessary to put in 
193 permanent culverts, 170 permanent bridges, strengthen 147 other 
bridges, relay 63 miles of rails and complete 96 separate pieces of im- 
provement work now in progress. It is not expected that these im- 
provements can be completed this year, but it is gratifying to be able 
to say that the end of such miscellaneous improvements isin sight. 

During the last three years it is estimated that from twenty to thirty 
million acres of wild Western farm lands have been taken up for culti- 
vation and millions of acres of timber and mineral lands have been 
taken up by luambermen and miners. New farms are being opened, 
saw milis built and mines developed. The lines of transportation 
eastof Chicago are burdened with a volume of traffic so near their 
economic capacity that tne increase in gross earnings no longer re- 
fisots even a corresponding increase in net earnings. 

OoaL MINES AND BRANCH.—Our line croeses Lilinois about 70 miles 
borth of the coal fielde from which it derives its principal supply. The 
directors feel that the company should make arrangement for a per- 
manent supply of coal, and having secured ench supply, should reach 
the mines with its own cars and engines, either by trackage over ex- 
isting lines or by building a branch line, which can be done inexpen- 
sively. As soon as our line is completed to Omaha, ite fuel supply

Company, the United States Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
Eighth Circuit, on Thursday handed down a unanimons de- 
cision in favor of the Government, adjadging the merger to 
be in violation of the Sherman Anti-Trust Law. On ths 
question of the powers conferred upon th3 Securities Com 
pany by its New Jersey charter, the opinion says: 

Bo far as the New Jersey charter is concerned, the question, broadly 
stated, which the Court has to determine, is whether a charter granted 
by a State can be used to defeat the will of the National Legislature, 
as 6: ed in a law relating to iater-State ie and commerce over 
which Congress has absolute control. Presumptively, at least. no 
charter granted by a State is intended by the State to have that effect 
or to be used for such a purpose, and in the present instance it is clear 
that the State of New Jersey did not intend to grant a charter under 
cover of which an object denounced by Congress as unlawful, namely, 
a combination conferring the power to restrain inter-State commerce, 
might be formed and maintained, becanse the enabling Act under 
wi the Securities Company was organized oxpevealy eclares that 
three or more persons may avail themselves of the provisions of the 
Act and “ become a corporation for anylawfvl purpose.” [Laws of 
New Jersey, 18 #¥, p. 473.) 

This language is not merely perfunctory; it means, obviously, that 
whatever powers the incorporators saw fit to assume they must hold 
and exercise for the accow plishment of lawful objects. The words in 
question operate, therefore, as a limitation upon all the powers enum- 
erated in the articles of association which were filed by the promoters 
of the Securities Company; that, however extensive and comprehen- 
sive their powers may seem to be, the State of New Jerse 

‘ou shall not exercise them so as to set at defiance any statute law- 

enacted by the Congress of the United States or any etatute law 
fally evacted by any State wherein you see fit to exercise your powers. 

But aside from this view of the situation, if the State of New Jersey 
had undertaken to invest the incorporators of the Securities Company 
with the power to do acts in the corporate name which would operate 
to restrain inter State commerce and for that reason could not be 
done by them acting as an association of individuals, then we have no 
doubt that such a grant wonvld have been void under the plan of the 
Anti-Trust Act, or at least that the charter could not be permitted to 
stand in the way of the enforcement of that Act. 

Tho power of Congress over inter-State commerce is supreme, far- 
reaching, and acknowledges no limitations other than such as are 
ymemee in the Constitution itself.
